ADVERTISEMENT. 


HIS TREATISE is to be confider- 
| f ed as the firſt part of that which 
was publiſhed ſome years fince on 

the diſeaſes of the URETURA. This is 
the natural order, ſince all the complaints 
mentiored in that Treatiſe are conſequences of 
the VI RULENT GonoRRHOEA ; and indeed, 
the author's firſt deſign was to have begun 
by the exact hiſtory of this diſeaſe : he had 
even written ſeveral chapters on this ſubject , 
but the very numerous and dangerous kinds 
of complaints in the UReTHR a, appeared to 
him a more preſſing object, the explanation 
of which admitted no delay, and the more ſo, 
as ſufficient lights had not been thrown on 
thoſe ſubjects; for want of which, patients 
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* See the Extracts from this Work, added at the 
end of this Treatiſe, 
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ſaw themſelves abandoned to their wretched 
ſtate, or found themſelves grow worſe, by 
the want of experienee in thoſe who under- 
took their cure. He interrupted his firft 
work, therefore, with a view to return to it 
after he ſhould have ſufficiently cleared up 
the diſeaſes of the U RE THR a. He has, at laſt, 
executed this firſt enterprize, ſo as to com- 
bine two parts ſo manifeſtly connected. 
Thoſe who ſhall be wiſe enough to avail 
themſelves of the inſtruction contained in this 
Treatiſe of the GonoRRHOE A, will eſcape the 
unhappy conſequences, which itordinarily draws 
after it, when it has not been properly treat- 
ed, and avoid thoſe dangerous evils of which 
I have given a long detail in my TREATISE 
of the Dis As Es of the URETHRA. They 
will find it more for their advantage to be 
attentive to this, than to abandon themſelves, 
and run the riſk of being ſome day or other 
obliged to have recourſe to remedies, the ne- 
ceſſity of which will have been brought upon 
themſelves by their own fault.

were in a fair way of doing well, I can ſay at 
preſent, that I have cured twenty-four (in- 


(cluding the aforementioned fix) ſeven of 
whom had Gleets; which diſorder is the ſource 
| of many complaints aſcribed to other canſes, 


and in a ſhort time I propoſe to give an Ex- 
tract of all their caſes, in ſuch a manner, as 
to afford certain evidence of their cure, with- 
out expoſing any of the patients to a diſcove- 
Ty, with a view only to make it known, tha: 


anew remedy for thoſe diſorders exiſts, and 


not with any intention to bring more bufineſs 


to myſelf, having already as much as 1 can 


manage. 
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HE N' we conſider the progreſs of that 
dreadful ſcourge of mankind, which de- 
ſtroys ſuch numbers in ſo many various 
ways, I meart the Venereal Diſeaſes and all its va- 
rious ſymptoms, one cannot help being ſtruck with 
compaſſion for the fatal effects of thoſe paſſions to 
which men abandon themſelves : war, diſeaſes, and- 
intemperance, lay waſte the world; but one may 
ſay, that luſt is more deſtructive in its conſequences, 
than even intemperance and war. According to the 
well known ſaying, * Plures occidit gula quam 
« gladius, plures utroque Venus. oy 
It is probable, that the Venerea] Diſeaſe is of very 
great antiquity, though this point be: denied by 
thoſe who have diſcuſſed this ſubjeQ in treatiſes 
more curious than” ufeful or convincing.” In all 
titnes the deſifes of each ſex for the other have been 
productive of dangerous exceſſes. The deſigns of 
God were perfectly wiſe; but men have deviated 
from them, and paſſed the juſt bounds of a lawful 


pteaſure ; and this precious giſt, which ſeemed in- 


tended to make them amends for their fall, and the 
miſery of their ſituation, is become, by a criminal 
abuſe, a ſource of misfortunes. 

It is true, that we do not find in the 9 * the 
firſt ages, ſufficient proofs of the exiſtence of the- 


Venercal Diſeaſe, notwithſtanding the prodigious

licentiouſneſs of Paganiſm; but, perhaps, this was 
looked upon as a common diſeaſe, to which no par- 
ticular attention was given, becauſe it was generally 
ſpread, or becauſe, perhaps, it had not yet acquired 
that degree- of violence which has rendered it ſo 
fatal fince. However, Hippocrates, Celſus, and 
ſome other writers, mention ſome complaints. at- 
tacking the parts of generation, which bear a great 
reſemblance to the preſent 1ymptoms of this diſ- 
eaſe. 
But be this as it may, I leave theſe learned diſcuſ- 
fions to thoſe whofe object is the reputation of pro- 
found erudition; but I cannot help making ſome 
reflections on the imprudence with which perſons. 
expoſe themſelves eveiy day to ſo cruel and dan- 
gerous a diſorder. 
In vain, the examples of the OE victims of 
pleaſure, the conſtant danger of bad conſequences, 
and the diſgrace attendant upon them, check this 
inclination z in vain, innocence and virtue claim 
their rights; ; all reſtraints are broken through, aud 
all peril defied. No ſooner does the blood begin 
to boil-in the veins of a young man, juſt paſt child 
hood, but he gives way to the ardour which in- 
| flames him, fatisfies his luſt without caution, and 
| when it becomes habitual. to himſelf, he continues 
Ji 4 ſlave to luſt in his riper years; and does not quit 
this ſlavery even in old age, but indulges his paſ- 
ſions as much as his remains of vigour will allow; 
and continues this indulgence to the grave. Few 
0 are exempt from the violence of this paſſion; happy 
\ | are they, the coolneſs of whoſe conſt! tpn allows - 
$i them to preferve their chaſtity without any inte 
f ſtruggle, but ſuch a man is

78 There would, however, be leſs reaſon to be fur- 
prited at this univerſal indulgence of luſt, if it did 


not 
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not bring forth the bittereſt fruits, thoſe frightful 
diſeaſes which injure the animal ceconomy ſo con- 
ſiderably, and ſap its very foundations. One may 
venture to affirm, that there is ſcarce. any man ar- 
rived at a certain time- of life, who has not felt ſome 


3 fatal conſequence of the Venereal Infection. 


Health, the moſt precious gift of Heaven, and 
more valuable than alf the riches and grandeur of 
the world, is infinitely dear to men; and-of all our 
fears, that of death is the ſtrongeſt and the moſt na- 
tural, yet the love of health and the dread of death, 
both combined, are too weak to reſtrain men in 
their purſuit of ſeriſuat pleaſure: This inclination, 
in a manner, abſorbs all the others: Ambition yields 
to it; and even that cruel tyrant Avarice bows to 
the yoke of pleafure. That men ſhould: riſk their 
health, and brave the fear of death, ſhould ſacrifice 
health and reputation, for the indulgence of their 
luſts, is a proof 'how ſtrongly pleaſure aitraQts the 
human heart; but that a man ſhould take no care 
of the conſequences of his folly, is inconceivable. 
One ſees young people carrying: about with them 
the unhappy effects of their incontinence, for whole 
years together, without giving themſelves any con- 
cern for what may be the conſequence of this neg- 
lea, and without having recourſe to remedies, be- 
cauſe they look upon theſe diſorders as ſlight in- 
| conveniencies only, or becauſe they are not willing 
to ſuſpend the courſe of their debaucheries, in or- 
der to ſubmit to the regimen neceſſary for their 
ere. 

One ſees old men drag along with tharix to the 
grave, the fatal marks of their incontinence in youth; 
and ſhut their eyes on their condition, to avoid che 

expence, or the tediouſneſs of the method of cure; 
although if they were wiſe, they ſhould reflect, th at 
this very negle& has haſtened on old age, and made 
it t painful, and will infallibly ſhorten their —

i PREFACE ; 
Some are aſhamed to diſcover their diſorder; but 


this is modeſty ill-timed; it ſhould have ſtopped them, 


an the brink of the precipice, but ſhould not hin- 
der them from ſeeking that aſſiſtance which mY 
want, to draw them out of the miſery into which. 
| they have plunged themſelves. - Others are afraid 


they ſhall not be able to — On, Epancn of the 
INC 


cure; but that is a frivolous excuſe, fince a chari- 
table ſurgeon always proportions his fees to.the cir- 
cumſtances. of his patient's fortune. Others, laſtly, 
make themſelves eaſy by the idea, that the diſorder 
will not make any progreſs,, or will be extinguiſhed. 
by the vigour and goodneſs of their conſtitution ; 
or they think they ſhall, be able to ſupport their 
complaints a long time, without. ſuffering much. 

from them, and without any remarkable injury to 


their health. Thus they familiarize themſelves 


with the enemy, and accuſtom themſelves. not to. 
fear him. It is but a 1rifle, ſay they, which gives. 
no obſtacle to their pleaſures, and will go off of it- 
ſelf; they have known other people in the ſame caſe, 
who are now ſound and vigorous; and thereupon 
they treat authors as viſionary, and ſurgeons as co- 
vetous men; who only endeavaur to frighten fools, 
that they may enrich themſelves at their expence, 
by exaggerating a triſſing object, and prolonging a 


cure, which would require but a very ſhort time, 
or when even the diſorder might vaniſh of itſelf. 


Such are mens pretences, to elude the neceſſity of 
having recourſe to remedies; but they will. find, 
ſooner or later, that they cannot foreſee the un- 
bappy conſequences of theis indolenee; they may 
not, perhaps, give abſolute credit to my prediction; 
but; it is not, therefore, the leſs. deſerving of their 
attention. I do not require their gratitude, that is 
2 virtue which moſt men do not pique themſelves 
much upon; but, I think myſelf obliged, from ge- 
neral benevolence, and for the honour of my pro- 

| | eſſion, 
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feſſion, to warn them of their danger. It is neither: 
from intereſted motives, nor from a view to diſtin- 
guiſh-myſelf, that I ꝓubliſh this treatiſe. The for- 
tune and reputation I have already acquired, are. 
conſiderable enough to content my deſires. It will: 
be in the power of all who have their cure at heart, 
te profit by my advice; and. L dare promiſe they: 
will never repent the having followed. it. They: 
who are capable of refleQing, will open. their eyes 
on their ſituation from which they cannot make 
too great haſte to be, freed. Can the fear of drag-- 
ging on a. wretched life in pain and diſgrace, or of : 
untimely death, be better founded, than in the na- 
ture of the diſeaſe of which. we.treat? 1 mean the: 
Virulent Gonorrhœa; a diſeaſe ſo common, ſo neg- 
lected, and.ordinaryy ſo.unſki}fully treated. | 
Some authors pretend, that this diſeaſe is a cri-- 
tical depuration, and the means uſed by nature, after 
the reception of the Venereal infection, to evacuate- 
the virus, that it may not enter the circulation of the 
blood, and infe& the whole maſs of the fluids. I do- 
not pretend. to contradict this opinion; but J affirm, 
that this depuration cannot be properly and happily- 
conducted without: the aid of art, and that there is: 
need of an experienced and ſkilful. hand to concur. 
with. the intentions of nature, otherwiſe this diſcharge- 
will no longer be a depuration, but a principle of. 
univerſal infection; and a fruitful ſource of the moſt; 
melancholy. and fatal ſymptoms. The great point- 
is entirely to evacuate- the virus: if any particles: 
are left behind, e have done nothing; they infect: 
the neareſt veſſels, one after another. "They gain 
upon the maſs of fluids, and form a body of infection, 
which, at laſt, preys on the ſolids. SOON 
Can we reflect without horror on the ſymptoms- 
which may reſult from this diſtemper. Thoſe acute- 
ins in all the limbs, which growing more violent 
in the night, cauſe thoſe cruel watchings, which 
| vitiate 
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vitiate the fluids, exhauſt the ſpirits, and render the 
blood acrimomous: Thoſe violent head-achs,. 
which give no refſpite,.and make life hateful ; thoſe. 
hideous puſtules, which deform the face, that diſ- 
guſting. mark which appears on the forehead. called 
the Corona-Veneris ;.thoſe purulent and foul ulcers, 
which corrode the private parts.; thoſe nauſeas and- 
indigeſtions, which oppreſs the patient; thoſe in- 
curable conſumptions ; that inſupportable fœtid 
breath and ſweats; the loſs of the hair, the emacia- 
tion and waſting of the whole body; add to theſe a 
numerous train of other dreadful accidents; caries 
of the bones, exoſtoſes, abſceſſes, inflämmations and 
ſphacelus of the teſticles, bringing on a neceſſity of 
caſtration ; fiſtulas in the perinæum, which are al- 
| moſt incurable: Ulcers, and the total deſtruction 
of the Verumontanum, which produces habitual 
gleets and impotence. Thoſe calloſities and fun- 
guſſes, or ſtraitenings of the canal of the Urethra, 
in thoſe parts of this canal, where the ulcers have 
been cloſed up, which occaſion cruel retentions of | 
urine, and often bring on death, after inconceivable: 
torment: To ſay nothing of thoſe venereal op- | 
thalmys, which ſometimes happen from a metaſtaſis J 
of the virus, and deſtroy the ſight, unleſs they are 
ſpeedily cured ; nor of that diſguſting involuntary || : 
diſcharge in women fronftheir private parts, nor | 
of thoſe fiſtulas, or malignant and deep ulcers, || © 
which corroding, by little and little the vagina, f 
make one paſſage of this canal and of the anus; the || 4 
conſequences of which make women inſupportable - 
to themſelves. | h 
Patients have been ſeen whoſe noſes were cor- || t 
roded or entirely disfigured by the deſtruction of ! 
the cartilages; others whoſe uvula was fallen down, h 
which hurt their ſpeech exceedingly, and rendered 
their voices weak and diſagreeable. I have ſeen || ®' 


ſome, in whom the virus had rendered the jaw- 6 
| bones 
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bones ſo carious, that half the jaw was obliged to. 
be taken off, which totally disfigured them. 

A Phyſician, very deſerving of credit, has aſſured: 


me, that at. Montpelier. he was witneſs of an acci-- 
dents, which terrifted the whole Univerſity : A Stu- 


dent in Rhyſic, who had long had the pox, played 


ſometimes ak.mal]-;. one day having {truck the ball 
very forcibly, the azation broke his arm; the frac- 
ture being examined, it was found, that the hu- 
merus had been ſo waſted by the virus, that it was 
no bigger than the litile finger; on which the fa- 
culty adviſed amputation. 

They who deſtre a complete acquaintance with 
the dreadful accidents which are ſometimes. the con- 
ſequence of- Venereal-Diſorders,. may conſult the. 
numerous authors. who have deſcribed them; for I 
have confined myſelf to ſpeak of a certain number. 
only, and I. omit many, that I may. not be accuſed of. 
exaggeration, and that F may ſpare the reader the 


contemplation of an A as-melancholy as it is: 


diſguſting. 

Eet-it not. be ſaid, that theſe ſymptoms exiſt no 
longer; that the Venereal Diſorder has loſt much 
of its malignity; I allow that theſe ſymptoms are 
not quite ſo common as formerly, before the uſe of 
Mercury, and other helps againſt this diſeaſe was 
known ; but it is certain, that the moſt melancholy 
conſequences are ſtill experienced. In ſome con- 
ſtitutions the humours are more diſpoſed to receive 


| the virus, to aſſiſt its energy, and facilitate its ſpread- 


ing, by a kind of analogy or ſympathy, which they 
have with it, from their heat, their acrimony, ard 
the mixture of heterogeneous particles, which there 
is in them; and the more of this diſpoſition they 
have, and the more vitiated they are, the greater 
hold the infection has on them, and the effects of it 
are the more accelerated, and produce ſometimes 


ſymptoms of the kind I have deſcribed.

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But why ſhould I inſiſt any longer on this article; : 
there is no reaſoning.againſt facts. Every one muſt 
have been witneſs to ſome ſuch accidents, eſpecially 
in the. great towns, where-licentiouſnefs and- de- 
bauchery reign with more abſolute ſway than elſe- 
where; and if there could be any doubt of their 
poſſibility, the hoſpitals, where Venereal caſes are 
received, will: afford the fulleſt conviction, and any- 
perſon who reads the deſcriptions of this diſeaſe, in 
the authors of paſt ages, and compares them with · 
the preſent ſtate of it, will find, that the malignity* 
of its ſymptoms is far from being abated; and that- 
there are ſome patients in whom they are as ſevere 
as they can have been formerly; and that the only 
difference is, the greater or · leſs number of perſons - 
attacked by them. + ry! 
Nevertheleſs: this- firſt aſſertion, that the ſymp- 
toms of the-Venereal Diſeaſe are leſs violent tham” 
in paſt ages, has been thought a ſufficient ſounda- - 
tion for determining, that this malady was on the 
decline, and that a time will come, when it will 
totally diſappear.. The votaries of pleaſure of the 
preſent age envy perhaps the good fortune which 
this prediction promiſes to the debauchees who are 
do live in that golden age of love, in which, ac- 
cording to the expreſſton of Mr. de la Mettrie, 
Life will be a ſeries of pleafure, and men may 
«© ive the reins to their luſts, and ſacrifice on 
every altar of Venus, without running any riſk” 
cc from the exceſs of their zeal.” » 
But let men ceaſe envying this futurity ; it is 
very probable it is only imaginary.” If the origin 
of the Venereal Diſeaſe can be-traced ſo high, as, 
with regard to the inhabitants of the new world, 
from whom it is pretended to be derived to us, it 
confeſſedly can, we can ſcarce flatter oui ſelves that 
it will not extend to the lateſt poſterity. There 
will always be a great number of infamous women

abandoned to public mercenary proſtitution ;-who 


will perpetuate the reign of this contagion, and 
tranſmit it down io the lateſt ages. Our deſcen- 
dants will not be happier than ourſelves; they will 
inherit our inclinations and our calamities; perhaps 
their wretchedneſs will increaſe, e with ow 
folly and their corruption: 


«. tas parentum pejor a avis lit nos nequioress. 
«-mox daturos progeniem vitiofiorem.“ 


And let not men deceive themſelves with regard to 
their ſituation, when they have incurred the riſk of 
the diſeaſe in queſtion, 

All authors. agree, that this diſorder, Proteus 
like, diſguiſes itſelf in a thouſand different. forms, 
and puts on the reſemblance of various other diſeaſes, 
often deceiving the patient. by falſe appearances, 
and even impoſing on the ſagacity of practitioners 
themſelves. Thus, when a perſon experiences cer- 
tain complaints, which prove obſtinate againſt the 
remedies appropriated to them, if they recollect any. 
ſuſpicious commerce with the. ſex, any Venereal 
ſymptom neglected, or imperfectly cured; there is 
reaſon to belleve that thes. diſorders have quite a: 
different original from what they firſt imagined z; 
that they are to be aſcribed to ſome hidden virus, 
= can be removed only by Anti- venereal reme- 

ies. 

Neither: ſtiould perſons flatter themſelves that- 
they are ſafe, when, after a doubtful or hazardous 
cure of a virulent Gonorrhœa, they find no com- 
plaint that hath any affinity to Venereal ſympioms. 
This calm is more dangerous than it may be thought; 
the diſorder ſometimes lurks in fore organic part, 
to break out afterwards with redoubled fury, when, , 
men think leaſt about it; The longer the virus 
ſtays in the body, the more it acquires force and. 
malignity ;, and as men advance in age, the conſti- 

tution: 
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tution grows languid, the blood becomes impove- 
riſned, and nature is leſs capable of expelling her 
enemy, and ſeconding the efforts of art; and, in- 
deed what can be expected from medicines in a. 
decrepit and exhauſted old man, whoſe body is uni- 


verſally corrupted, and whoſe fluids are, as it were, 


a maſs of corrupted matter. How can they be ad- 
miniſtered to a patient, who, by letting the diſeaſe 
gain ground, is: threatened with a conſumption, has- 
the lungs, or ſome other of the viſcera impaired or: 
has ulcers actually formed in them. But can too 
great blame be eaſt on the imprudence,, or: rather. 
cruelty of thoſe, who, without being certain that 
they are free from the infection, hefitate not to ex- 
poſe a chaſte woman to the danger of contracting 
What fatal effects cannot but reſult from their 
poiſoned embraces! Po net the number of. rickety,. 


unſound children, tainted with the pox, ſuch as 


thoſe imperfe& and miſhapen wretches, who crawl 
about our ſtreets, ſhew the exceſſive injuſtice and 


barbarity. of fuch a conduct? What a dreadful: 


ſpectaele for. the parents to fee in their family, theſe 
living teſtimonies of their diſſoluteneſs! And how. 
ſenſible a mortification is this for thoſe who have 
given them life, only to make them loath their be- 
ing, and curſe the authors of their birth! And as to 
thoſe young women, whole love is ſo miſerably re- 
warded, to what: does not: ſuch a treatment expoſe 


them? Modeſty, fear of the anger of their relations, 


and of the loſs of. their reputation, and want of mo- 
ney to purchaſe their cure, will make them conceal 
a long time the dangerous poifon-Turking-in_ their 
blood; perhaps they will never reveal their diſor- 
der, which growing worſe. and worſe by — 
will cut them off in their prime, by a painful and 
ſhameful death. Or if their relations force them 


to marry a man of a regular. conduct, the fiiſt fruit 


of! 
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of their conduct will be that: bitter. one of their ir- 
regular amours, and will become the ſource of do- 


meſtic reproach and diſſention. 


It is a well known axiom in phyfick, that difor- 
ders ſhould be reſiſted in their. beginnings, „Prin- 
* cipiis obſta, & c.“ 

But if neglecting this ade any one has long de- 
jayed to apply for a cure, he muſt. not on that ac- 
count judge himſelf to be incurable, and give him- 
ſelf up. Providence has reſerved reſourees for the 

reateſt evils; remedies which are the fruit of long 
ſtudy and experience. Theſe evils are often incu- 
rable rather by the fault of the patient, than for 
any other reafon. I is always beſt te ſeek aſſiſtance 
early; but there certainly are caſes which are too 
haſtily judged deſperate, by the fears and dejeQion- 
of the patient, or the want of experience in thoſe- 
who have the care of their diſorder. 

The art of healing, it muſt be allow'd, whatever 
may have been ſaid againſt it, is a divine art, and 
fruitful in reſources; but it requires much time and 


labour to become maſter of it. It muſt, however, 


be granted, that ſome diſeaſes are more dangerous, 
tedious, and obſtinate than others; among theſe we 
may rank Virulent Gonorrhœas, which are com- 
monly conſidered as a trifle. We know, neverthe- 
leſs, that they often reſiſt all 1 e uſual methods; 
and that ſome people are troubled with them for 
many years, and even for their whole life-time. 
They are not, therefore, ſo inconſiderable an object 
as ſome affect to make them. 

Many practitioners even confeſs, that they had. 
rather undertake a complete Pox than a Gonorrhœa. 
Some have been known by injections, or other 
aſtringent remedies, to ſtop the diſcharge ; and who“ 
afterwards proceeded to mercurial frictions and ſa- 
livation, not doubting (as the truth is) that the ſup- 
ku of the running would produce a aun; 
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Pox. There are, however, patients ſo much their 
_ own enemies, that as ſoon as the running is ſtopped, 
they imagine themſelves cured,. and:think no more 
of uſing any: remedies, being perſuaded they have 
no longer any need of them; which one would not 
believe, if public writings did net atteſt it. Some 
authors propoſe aftringents as the only remedies, 
and boaſt of them as infallible,. and ſufficient with- 
out employing any other remedies.- Some even 
make a ſecret of theſe pretended recipes; and they 
have their reaſons; but with ſubmiſſion to their au- 
thors, the effects ſnew but too · often the futility of 
ſuch promiſes, and the events which reſult from 
their methods, bring an odium on the art itſelf. E 
have ſaid already, and repeat it, the great point is 
to expel the virus from the parts where it has made 
its ſoat,, and / to deſtroy it entirely; and how can any 
flatter themſelves to attain this end, by the uſe of 
aſtringents. In truth, this is contradicting the moſt 
clear and common notions, and proceeding in dire 
oppoſition to all the principles of the art. What 
will become of the virus thus ſhut up in the re- 

ceptacles where it is lodged? What way remains 
for it to eſcape from the body? Do men Soar that 
it will grow weak, and at laſt be extinguiſhed of 
its own accord. Such hopes imply ignorance of 
its active nature. It is generally agreed, however, 
that when“ it has eſtabliſhed its ſeat any where, all 
means muſt be uſed to aboliſh it ſo completely, that 
not a ſingle. particle of it ſhall remain, otherwiſe 
it would be a ſpark, which would: foon kindle the 
fire afreſh; With this intention are preſcribed 
thoſe: plentiful ſalivations, which dry up almoſt alt 
the fat and oily parts, in which it is pretended. that 
the Venereal ferment more particularly has its ſeat. 
How then are the ideas of practitioners to be re- 
conciled. to one another?. 0 


When 
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When we reflect on the many contradictory 

ſentiments which prevail in other parts of practice, 
we ſee how difficult it is for thoſe to make a good 
choice, who regulate themſelves only by the di- 
reQtions they find in authors, and have not yet ac- 
quired ſagacity enough from their own experience 
to forſake the vulgar methods; moſt of which are 
either defective or dangerous. The moſt com- 
mon maxim is, that we ſhould follow nature; and 
if this were faithfully obſerved, fewer faults would 
be committed, and we ſhould tread more ſafely 
and ſteadily, and very rarely loſe our way. The 


methods of nature are always ſimple; but art 


ſometimes diſdains merely to emulate her. The 
practitioner is ambitious to diſtinguiſh himſelf. 

the marvellous, and falls into error and abſurdity. 
Novelty always claims a right to pleaſe. The pa- 
tient is always in haſte to be cured; and he who 
employs the ſhorteſt time in the treatment of the 
diſeaſe, is often thought the moſt ſkilful ; becauſe. 


it is not conſidered, that haſty cures are the moſt 


to be ſuſpected, eſpecially in the diſeaſe in queſ- 
tion, where too great precaution cannot be taken 
to deſtroy the cauſe of it, the virus not being of a 
nature to leave the body as readily as it enter- 
ed it. Some one has ſaid of diſeaſes, that they 
come on horſeback, and go away on foot. This 


proverb is more juſt in the preſent caſe, than in 


any other. The activity of the virus cauſes it to 
be received very readily and eaſily, but the ſame 
activity is alſo the cauſe that it is not completely 
evacuated but with difficulty: by this means it 
makes a progreſs, and. ſoon inſinuates itſelf into 
the maſs of fluids, if care be not taken to ſtop its 


courſe. | | 


A diſeaſe of fo ſerious a conſequence as a Viru- 
lent Gonorrhœa, cannot be treated with too much 
circumſpeQion and care: It requires a deal of art 
7 | and

and experience from thoſe who take it in hand, 
and men cannot be too much upon their guard 
againſt the common methods of cure. I have 
briefly deſcribed them in this Treatiſe, in order 
that patients may be enabled to ſee their difference, 
and judge of the confidence they ought to place in 
them, if they have acquired any knowledge in 

theſe ſubjects. As for ſpecifics which are cried 

up in the world, and advertiſed in every ſtreet, 
they ought to be regarded only as ſnares laid, from 
- lucrative motives, to take advantage of the cre- 
dulity of the public: And it is very remarkable to 
ſee what credit the better half of theſe quacks have 
gained, and the good opinion people entertain of 
them. Some of them, not to ſay all, have not 
imbibed the leaſt principles of the art of Surgery. 
They have no knowledge of the difference of con- 
ſtitutions, nor of the various treatment which dif- 
ferent ſexes, ages, countries, climates, and ſeaſons re- 
quire; nor have they any diſtin ideas with re- 
ſpe& to the qualities and doſe of remedies : They 
poſſeſs at moſt only a general method, and a uni- 
verſal form of preſcribing, which they apply in- 

; differently to all forts of perſons ; but becauſe they 
[| have had the good fortune to obtain ſome appear- 
| ance of ſucceſs in certain caſes, they gain partt- 


| ſans, who cry them up extravagantly every where, 
| and there needs no more to eſtabliſh their fame; 
| but they fall ſhort of their boaſts afterwards, and 
| ſome patients are the victims of their ill-judged 
| 
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[| management: thus the quack's reputation is eſtab- 
liſhed, and the world will be undeceived. This 

ſucceſs emboldens great numbers to rival him. 

Novelty ſeduces; they gain followers, and a ſuc- 
ceſſion of them never ceaſes. The crowd of them 
1s fo great, that patients heſitate a long time be- 
fore they can determine to whom to give their con- 
fidence. „ 

: 3 ; All 
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All promiſe the ſame eaſe and ſpeedineſs of cure. 


Their patients are to ſuffer no. confinement or inter- 
ruption of buſineſs; they are to fleep, eat, and 
drink, as at other times: there is to be no mercury 


in the remedies: they are gentle, and have no nau- 


ſeous taſte, and operate without any violence. Such 


promiſes are too flattering not to gain aſſent; but 


does the ſucceſs confirm the truth of them! ? This 


we can by no means allow. 
The long and ſerious dudy 1 have made of this 


diſeaſe, the experience I have acquired of the effects 


of remedies, a . in the application, have 
ſuccours, which I think ſure 
and efficacious, and the only remedies which can 


effect a radical cure, and ſecure men for the future 


from all conſequences of the virus imperfectly ſub- 
dued, or from the accidents which happen an 
times from the common methods. If I enjoy ſome 


reputation in the world, and the eſteem of worthy 


men, it is evident I ſhould ſhew-myſelf unworthy 


of theſe advantages, and deſerving to Joſe them for 


ever, if I imitated thoſe-quacks whom 1 ſo ſtrongly 


condemn; or if I propoſed a particular method, of 


which the bad effects might redound to my con- 
ſuſion: but I have not the leaſt reaſon to fear fo 
great a mortification, The engagements into which 
J enter with the public, T am ſure of fulfilling, pro- 
vided patients will ſubmit to my method of cure, 
which is neither violent nor diſagreenble. The 


event will juſtify my promiſes. 


For what remains, I propoſe to myſelf no other 


advantage than that of being uſeful to my country, 


and promoting the general welfare of mankind; and 
if there are perſons, who do not chuſe to "avail 
themſelves of my offers, I hope that, at leaſt, they 
will take them kindly in — of my zeal and diſ- 
intereſtedneſs. 


As 
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As to what regards the plan of this little treatiſe, 
I have purſued that method which I thought moſt 


clear and ſimple, being perſuaded, that one cannot 


be too intelligible in ſuch writings as are ſubmitted 
to the publick view, which ought not to be too far 
extended to find out an author's ſenſe ; but rea- 
ders ſhould- perceive clear and diftin ideas, with- 
out effort, elſe they may take a diſtaſte to the work, 
and entertain an indifferent opinion of the author. 
One ſees many treatiſes, in which a diſorder and 
confuſion prevail, which cannot but produce bad 
effects; and moſt of the books which treat of the 


diſeaſe in queſtion are of this ſtamp. How learned 
or logical ſoever they may be, order does not ſeem 


to be ſufficiently obſerved in them. There are too 
many ſubdiviſions which perplex matters, inſtead 
of illuſtrating them, and give the reader unneceſſary 


trouble. Other authors loſe themſelves in long 
digreſſions, which make the thread of their diſ- 


courſe to be forgotten; ſo that before the digreſ- 


ſion is finiſhed, we loſe ſight of the principal ob- 


ject. Vercelloni ſometimes makes uſeful remarks, 
but he always ſays too much; and a profuſion of 
learning ill placed, interrupts the ſeries of his work; 
beſides that, he often returns to ſubjects he had 
begun but not finiſhed before. I have endeavoured 
to avoid this reproach by treating each object ſe- 
parately, and exhautng the am; nod ſo. as not to need 
recurring to it. 

I begin, 1ſt. by the * of che Virulent Go- 
norrhœa, by the deſcription of the parts which are 
its ſeat; that in men the ſymptoms which it pro- 
duces. 2d. I ſpeak of the different kinds of Viru- 
lent Gonorrhceas, ſimple and complex; their caufes, 
the ſeats of this diſeaſe; the differences ariſing from 
the immediate cauſe; and the nature of the inflam- 
mation; of the dry and of the baſtard Gonorrhcea.

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norrhea ; either ſuch as ſhew the different parts 


which it occupies, or ſuch as reſpe&t the imme 


diate cauſes, and the different kinds of the inflam- 
mation. Alſo I eſtabliſh. the prognoſtic of this 
diſorder, with regard to the ſeats it may occupy; 
the conſequences it may have, the manner in which 
it terminates; the conſtitution and age of the pa- 
tient, and the diſpoſition of the fluids.

its ſymptoms and ſigns diagnoſtic and prognoſtic. 


5. I give; an abridgment of the ordinary method

poſed, the 1 of thoſe who have moſt diſtin- 
guiſhed themſelves in the treatment of thoſe diſor- 
ders; and in our days there is ſcarce a Profeſſor of 
the Art of Healing, who has fo much diſtinguiſhed 
' himſelf in any branch of the profeſſion, or attained 
to ſo high x degree of eminence, as the author of 
this Treatiſe has done, with regard to the cure of 
the complaints herein treated of. 

'Befides the favourable reception which the Tran- 
Kation af his Treatiſe on the diſorders of the Ure- 
thra' has already met with here in his abſence; his 
being actually in this capital, wich an unlimited 
Feave of abſence from the Court of France, which 
he was, at laſt, prevailed upon to ſolicit at the in-

been able to cure thoſe dangerous complaints, tho? 


Surgeons in all times had attempted their cure by 


the means of corroſive medicines, and various other 


methods, which they were always forced to aban- 


don, on their. proving worſe than the diſeaſe itſelf. 


This has been ſufficiently proved by the author in 


the Introductory diſcourſe. of his Treatiſe on the 


diſorders of the Urethra already mentioned, to 


whom the inſerter of the paragraph above cited is 


referred, not thinking it worth his while to give a 


formal anſwer to ſuch aſſertions, which, if an- 


ſwered, would prove the ignorance of the anony- 


mous paragraph writer.

One often hears young mien infected dectate; 
that the women fromwhom they contracted the diſeaſe 
had no communicatien with any but themſelves : 
others fay, they caught it by being concerned with 
a woman during her courſes, whom they did not 
ſuſpe& of any other intrigue; and they are the 
more perfuaded of this, as they may have read in 
Cardanus, in his book De Secretis Mulierum, Al. 
bert the Great, or in Pliny, all the tales which 
theſe authors give us of the pernicious qualities of 
the menſtrual blood; the ſteam of which, accord- 
ing to them, imprints indelible ſpots on mirrors, 
wory, ſour liquors, and if it falls on the ground, 
makes plantz wither, ard makes dogs who lick it 
up run mad: and the ſcripture beſides ſeems to au- 
thoriſe this opinion of the malignancy of the men- 
ſtrual blood, by pronouncing women unclean while 
their courſes are upon them.

cerated : but the common Gonorrhea is not 
formed in this manner; the caſe, which this author 
mentions, is a peculiar kind of diſtemper, as we. 
ſhall ſhew hereafter; and his opinion is rejected 
by all thoſe who have treated of this diſeaſe.

this diforder ; and that it ſhews itſelf more ſlowly, 
becauſe they have leſs heat and acrimony ; and that 
they, as It were, deſtroy the virus, which, finding 
itfelf in a fituation contrary to its nature, is longer 
in unfolding itfelf ; ſo that perſons who are naturally 
cold, whote veſſels are relaxed, and who have a 
phlegmatic habit, conceal the ſeeds of the diſorder 
longer Before they diſcloſe thᷣemſelves, and produce 
apparent fymptoms; but in hot conſtitutions, its 
impreftion is commonly ſpeedy, and produces imme- 
Grate effects. The climate alſo may affiſt the virus, 
to fix itſelf. in the Body, and to ſhew itfelf ſoon. 


The diſeaſe. is belteved'to have taken its riſe in 


hot chimates.; and it is known, that northern nati- 
ons are leſs; ſubje& tdi it than the ſoutfiern, among 
whom alſo it; rages with more violent ſymptoms. 


80 that the Heat of the ſeaſon, or. of the chmate, 
cauſing 4 great fermentation in the blood, and 


more volatility in the yenereal miaſmata, wilt have 
a greater, inflyerice on the readineſs of receiving the 
contagion,.. and on the ſpeed with which the effects. 
wilf be produced. The manner of living alſo is of 
great conſequence, in this reſpect. Thoſe who. live 
on liigli- ſeaſoned food have certainly their blood 
more acrid, hotter, and more inflamed than thoſe 
who keep to a plainer ; diet 5 and ng tly in | 
them the parts of generation are more ſtiſceptible 
of the contagion, eſpecially «if they' drink much 
wine and, ſtrong. liquors; ſo that if 18 not ſurpriſing.

In fine, it is certain, that the quicker the ſenſation 
of pleaſure, and the ſtronger the paſſion in the act 
of enjoyment, the ſooger the diforder is contra cted, 
and the more ſpcedily it will probably, manikeſf it- 
ſelf. The virus being heated, grows more volatile, 
becomes more active and penetrating, and acts in 
greater quantities by the frequent emiſſion of hu- 
mours which pleaſure cauſes to low abundantly 
from the vagina of an infected woman; or, on 
the other hand, it makes great impreſſions on the 
parts of a healthy woman, in proportion to the 
plentiful diſcharge of it from an infeQed penis. 
Beſides, the ſwellings and tenſion of the parts in 
both ſexes, in theſe paroxyſms of pleaſure, open 
the pores, and gives a freer vent to the venereal 
particles to exhale from, and be introduced into 
them; that is to ſay, for the reciprocal communica- 
tion of, the diſorder. „Thus, the virus being re- 
ceived in great quantity, and with a conſiderable 
degree of activity, produces its effects much ſoon- 
er, than when the commerce between the ſexes has 
been leſs ardent, leſs amorous, and leſs voluptuous. 

To theſe cauſes may be added another circum- 
ſtance, which deſerves attention. We have ſaid 
that the menſtrual _ blood cannot of itſelf produce 
a venereal diſorder, but may favour the communi:

It is reaſonable to gratify this defire, becauſe, be-

To treat well of the diſorders'of any part of the 
human body, it is neceffary to underſtand the ſtruc- 
ture of the parts, otherwiſe we ſhall eaſily deceive 


| ourſelves and others. All Branches of knowledge 


have a reciprocal dependance on, and afford mutual 
aſſiſtance to each other. {This is the plan I propoſe 


to follow, as being of 'preat uſe to the reader's un- 


derſtanding, and to preſerve that order and clear- 


neſs, which are ſo neceſſary in all writings, where 


the author aims more to inſtruct than to make a 
vain diſplay of his learning : for this reaſon, before

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tion is heated by laſcivious thouglits, « or by the 


approach of pleaſure. In this ſtate of tenſion, 


cauſed by the blood and the animal ſpirits, 


which are carried with rapidity into theſe cells, 
like water into a ſponge; the texture of 
the cells, which in a ſtate of tranquility, and 
when they are not dilated, has a great thick- 
neſs and conſiſtence, becomes by the diſtention of 
its fibres, exceeding thin and delicate. The urethra, 
which takes riſe from the neck of the bladder, de- 
ſcends towards the anus for the fpace of an inch, 
and reaſcends (by a ſmall curve) towards the os pu- 
bis, where it is faſtened: along. with the penis, by 
the fuſpenſory ligament which ſupports it, and from 
thence deſcends in a ſtrait line to its anterior extre- 
mity, which-is the glans penis. At its beginning 
near the ſphinQer it is very narrow; it grows wider 


afterwards, and then- becomes narrower again, as it 


Iaſſes between the eorpora cavernæ, and is narrow- 
er towards its extremity, except in the glans, where 
it dilates into a cavity, which is called the foſſa na- 


vicularis. The length of this canal is various at dif- 


ferent ages in the two ſexes. In men, it is eight or 
nine fingers breadth long, and is beſides larger, leſs 
ſenſible, and more eaſily dilated. It is eaſy to con- 
ceive by this ſhort deſcription, why the effects of 
the virus ſhew themſelves in men fo. ker from 
what they do in women. 

When the virus, Which has imtiausbedütlallt je 
this canal, is going te produce a Gonorrhœa, a day 
or two; or three, and ſometimes even eight or twelve 
days afterwards, a great itching is felt at the end of 
the glans penis, with a kind of tickling, and ſome 
little heat, occaſioned by the virulent ſalts, when 
they begin to diſentangle themſelves, irritating the 
delicate fibres of the urethra. The glands of this 


ca- 
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canal, and their excretory ducts, being foreed to 


ontract themſelves by frequent irritations, a clear 
acid humour is fqueezed from them, which oozes 
but drop by drop, and is ſeen at the end of the 
urethra. The orifice of the urethra is hot, and 
becomes redder, and more dilated than uſual. In 
making water the perſon feels a tickling, which is 
ot felt at other times, and which is not very 
roubleſome at firſt, but, by degrees, as the acti- 
vity of the virus exerts itfelf, becomes more ſenſi- 
ble, and more painful.

We will now endeavour to explain, in a clear 
and intelligible manner, the cauſes of the various 
ſymptoms which we have juſt deſcribed. When 
the virus, introduced into the urethra, has pen. 
etrated into any of its parts, it ſoon communi- 
cates its malignancy to the fluids of this canal. 
Theſe fluids undergo a change, grow hot ard 
acrid, and irritate the fibres of the glands, which, 
ſuffering thereby frequent contractions, diſcharge 
the matter of the Gonorrhœa, which increaſes in 
fluidity every day, and acquires a colour inclining 
to green; becauſe the heat and fermentation ſeps- 
rate its oily and ſulphureous particles, 'break their 
texture, and change their quality, which makes 
the matter appear. of this preternatural colour, 
The irritation and frequent contraction of the fibres 
of the receptacles which contain theſe fluids, occaſi- 
on a compreſſion of their blood veſſels, which com- 
preſſion impeding the circulation of the blood, the 
fluid which is conſtantly conveyed to the parts by 
the arteries is accumulated in the veins,' and as it 
has no longer a free paſſage, grows hot, the con- 
ſequence of which is an inflammation. Tf this in- 
flammation continues to augment more and more, 
by the plenty. of the blood impeded in its circulati- 
en, the diameter of the capillaries, which are the 
weakeſt of the veſſels, being no longer able to con- 


tain it, and the dilating force ſurpaſſing their natu- 
ral ſtrength, it is no wonder that ſome of them 


ſhouſd burſt, and that the extravaſated blood, 
mixing with the matter of the yenereal diſcharge, 
ſhould have bloody ftreaks in it, or ſhould even be 
entirely of a bloody colour. If from the laceration 
of theſe veſſels the extravaſation of blood be con-

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Of the different Species of the GON O R- 
_  RHOEA. 


N order to explain the different ſpecies of Go- 
norrhœas, it is proper firſt to obſerve, that 
there are to be found in men four kinds of recep- 
tacles, which contain ſeminal juices: to wit, 

1. The veſiculz ſeminales, of which there are 
two, one on each fide, between the poſterior and 
inferior part of the bladder and the red um, and at 
a little diſtance from each other, which are in- 
ended to receive and retain the ſemen, which is 
onveyed to them from the teſticles, in order to 
liſcharge it when requiſite, by two ſmall openings, 
Placed cloſe by the verumontanum.

Now it is certain, that the matter which is dil. 
charged in the Gonorrhœa, can proceed only from 
one of theſe four receptzcles. - | 

Tt may happen, altho' this is very rarely the 
-caſe, that one claſs of them only is affeQed ; bu 
it is very common for many, and even for all four 


to be attacked at the fame time, either from the 


inſtant that the virus has inſinuated itſelf into the 


urethra, and from the very beginning of the dil 


eaſe, according to the quantity of the virus, and 
the degree of its force and acrimony, or ſoon aftet, 
and during the courſe of the Gonorrhcea, the malig:

Thus we may in general diſtinguiſh 'Goncrrhas 
into ſimple and complex: they may be called fim- 
ple, if their feat be only in one of the receptacle 
of which we have ſpoken ; compound, if many d 
theſe receptacles be infected at once, or all fov! 
ſorts together; but it muſt be allowed, that the 
ſimple Gonorrhcea is very rare; or that the diſor-i 


der can ſcarcely be of this kind, except in the be 
pinning. | | 
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The truth of this remark will readily be acknow- 
ledged, if we attend to the mechaniſm of theſe re- 
ceptacles ; their functions, their texture, and the 
qualities of the fluid filtrated from them, are nearly 
the ſame in all; and they are very cloſe one to ano- 
ther; how then can it happen, that the virus, which 


finds the ſame facility of introducing itſelf ſevery 


where, ſhould not communicate its contagion to all, 
or at leaſt to many of them? or if it has attacked 
but one at firſt, will the fluid diſcharged into the 
urethra, and which acquires every day freſh malig- 
nity and acrimony, ſpare thoſe receptacles which it 
meeis in its paſſage? and will not their reſpective 
vicinity occaſion a reciprocal communication of the 
virus Which one or other of them may contain? 

I think that the certainty of theſe ſeveral ſeats of 
the diſtemper, which conſtitute its ſeveral ſpecies, 
cannot be called in queſtion, after the anatomical 
obſervations which have eſtabliſhed it, and many 
other proofs in ſupport of it; nevertheleſs, beſides 
Sydenham, whoſe opinion we have already men- 
tioned, ſeveral authors differ from me. Cockburne 
pretends, that the Gonorrhœa never has its ſeat in 
the veſiculæ ſeminales, nor in the proſtate, nor in 
Cowper's glands; but only in the urethra : Le 
Monier alſo thinks, it doth not affect the proſtate 
glands, nor the veſiculæ ſeminales, but only that the 
Iymphatics are corroded and ulcerated in ſome places 
by the activity of the venereal virus: but the ar- 
guments which theſe authors alledge in ſupport of 


their opinion are fallacious, and ought to be looked 
on only as reveries and prejudices, which the expe- 


rience and authority of the greater number of the 


moſt intelligent writers, entirely deſtroy: for it is 


certain, that the virus attacks the proſtate glands, 
and that attaching itſelf to them, it ulcerates them, 
and corrodes the orifices of thoſe veſſels, thro” 
which a kind of mucus 1s filtrated into the urethra ; 
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it is alſo certain, that it penetrates even to the ve- 
ſiculæ ſeminales, and cauſes an inflammation there 
as well as in the proſtate, and Cowperian glands, 
as is manifeſt by the heat, the pain, and ſwelling 
of the perinæum, near which theſe ſeveral glands 
are ſituated; and what ſtill farther proves that the 
veſiculæ ſeminales may be attacked by. this diſor- 
der, is this, that it often happens that the running 
is ſuppreſſed, and that the diſorder falling into the 
teſticles, according to ſome authors, produces 
there an inflammation, a heat, and very painful 
obſtructions and ſwelling; which would not hap- 
pen, ſay they, if the virus had not previouſly at- 
tacked the veſiculæ ſeminales, which are thought 
to have a Communication with the teſticles, by 

means of the vaſa deferentia. "IH | 
Anatomical obſervations ſtill more cestainly fup- 
-ply us with inconteſtible proofs, which can leave 
no room to doubt what ſeat to aſſign ro the Go- 
norrhœa. I could cite a multitude of authors, 
both phyſicians and furgeons, who have made the 
ſame remark from diſſection. The diſcoveries of 
M. Littre are well worthy of note, -by the accu- 
racy with which they were made in the diſ- 
ſection of a vaſt number of bodies of-perſons dy- 
ing under an actual Gonorrhœa. The greateſt 
part of the ſeveral receptacles of the ſemen, and 
ſometimes all of them, were found to partake of 
the impreſſions of the virus. Thoſe which it had 
 attack'd, appeared ſwelled, inflamed, hard and 
very red, ſometimes filled with a matter of white, 
yellow, or green colour, but without any appa- 
rent ulcer; more frequently, and indeed almoſt 
always, there were found marks of fuppuration, 
excoriations, and even ulcers in many places, 
which ſupplied a matter reſembling pus, and of 
various colours. In fine, the ſame matter which 
filled the infected receptacles, lined alſo the "_—_ 
* 4 
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of the urethra from its excretory duds, to the end 
of the glans penis; its coats were red, inflamed, 

moſt commonly ulcerated, and full of ſmall ferous 
tumours. This, I think, is ſufficient to deſtroy | 
the ſyſtem of thoſe authors whoſe opinion is con- 
| trary to mine; and to eſtabliſh = diſtinctions 
which I have made between the different ſpecies 
of Gonorrhœas, founded on the different na 
| which are the ſeat of this diſtemper. 
s WW Beſides theſe four ſpecies of Gonorrhceas, we 
1 may allow of three others depending on the dif- 
ference and various degree of violence in the im- 
mediate cauſes of this diſeaſe. The cauſe of the 
| firſt ſort is a ſimple inflammation of the receptacles 
ue have mentioned; which, from the heat and ir- 
ritatien with which they are affected, feel ſtronger 
and more frequent vibrations, than in a natural 
| ſtate, and diſcharge a fluid which is hot, acrid, 
thick, and partaking of the qualities of pus. 
ne The ſecond is occaſioned by a ſtill greater de- 
gree of inflammation, which produces ruptures and 
eroſions of the blood-veſſels of the inflamed recep- 
ic tacles ; ſo that little bloody ſpots, ſtreaks, or fila- 
. nents are perceived in the purulent diſcharge from 
50 the urethra. 
0 4 The third ſpecies i is characterized by a hot ncrid

aauſe beſides the inflammation and extravaſation of 


TS blood, there is alſo an eroſion and ſuppuration in 
; . heſe receptacles. It is to be remarked moreover, 
Fa that each of theſe three ſpecies of inflammation 


may have different degrees of violence, as the in- 
flammation may be of greater or leſs extent, and 
act with greater or leſs force; the extravaſation of 
blood being always in proportion to the number 


— and diameter of the veſſels which are burſt: finally 
* the 2 and quantity of the pus always cor- 
: C 


2 reſponding _ 
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reſponding with the number and ſize of the- ulcers, 
and with the quality of the virus; but it may very 
well happen by the fault of the patient or ſurgeon, 
that the firſt kind, aſſuming all the characteriſtics 
of the ſecond, may proceed at laſt to the third. 

Beſides theſe ſymptoms, the Gonorrhœa may 
be diſtinguiſhed into four other ſpecies, according 
to the nature of the inflammation which conſtitutes 
it, For this inflammation may be as the inflamma- 
tions of other parts,  phlegmonic, eryſipelatous, 
ædematous or ſchirrous; according to the degree 
of ſaltneſs, aerimony, and rarefaction in the blood, 
according to its efferveſſence, and the agitation 
and force with which it is driven in the courſe of 
the circulation againſt the parts affected, as alſo 
according to the laxity and ſoftneſs; or on the other 
hand, the denſity and firmneſs of texture in thoſe 
parts wherein reſides the inflammation. 
I have taken no notice of the mild and ſimple 
 Gonorrhcoa, as ſome call it, becauſe I thought 
there was no occaſion to treat -of any objects but 
thoſe-which merit the moſt attention, on account 
of their danger and troubleſome conſequences, and 
the difficulty of cure. The Simple Gonorrhcea i H 
eaſy of cure, if the patient be of a good confſtitu- W B 
tion ãn other reſpects, and if the blood retains its pu- WM - 
rity. and the firmneſs of its texture, and its parti. 
cles have not been vitiated by ſome other venercal 4 
diſorder, elſe the cure may be very difficult, and tn. 
the diſorder may degenerate into ſome of the ſpecies 
of the Gonorrhœa we have mentioned. Moreover, i 8 
the ſimple Gonorrhœa conſiſts only in a mere in- yp 
flammatory diſpoſition in the receptacles we men- 
tioned, without ulcers, extravaſation, or ſuppu- 
ration. 

It is true, that he acrid and 1 ſalts of 
the virus act on the receptacles into which the) 


bave gained admiſſion; irritate them, and cauſe 
flronge 
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{fronger. and more frequent vibrations than ordina- 
ry; whence the ſecretions are increaſed in quanti- 


ty; but as the fluids diſcharged are not mixed with 


a heterogeneous matter, altho' they are thin and 
acrid, their natural colour is ſcarcely changed, it 
approaches nearly to white, or at leaſt to a whitiſh 
grey. What I have thus tranſiently obſerved con- 
cerning the ſimple Gonorrhœa, is to be underſtood 
as applicable to both ſexes ; which I mention to 
avoid unneceſſary repetitions in the chapter in which 
I propole particularly to treat of the virulent Gonor- 


| rheea in women. It is proper that the reader ſhould 


know,. that I make a ſeparate article of the Gonor- 
rhza in women for the ſake of accuracy and order; 
altho* the ſymptoms and ſeats of the diſeaſe are 


nearly the ſame in them as in men, and moſt au- 


thors have not thought it neceſſary to deſcribe them 
ſeparately. 

In order to omit ie relative to my fubjebr 
| ſhall deſcribe two other kinds of Gonorrhceas 
which we meet with ſometimes, altho' leſs frequent 
than the others, 

The firſt 1s called the Dry Gonorrhœa, im- 
properly enough indeed; as the very term Gonor- 


thœa implies a running. The ſecond is called the 
Baſtard Gonorrhœa, which is a venereal diſcharge 


I 


from the glans penis. 

The Dry. Gonorrhcea is divided into'two ſpecies ; 3 
of which the firſt is cauſed by an inflammation of 
the proſtate glands, or of the veſiculz ſeminaſes; 


and it is often the fore-runner of the worſt Virulent 


Gonorrhœa, or ſometimes a canſaqiaies of it when 
it has been ſuppreſs'd. 

The ſecond ſpecies is cauſed by an e in- 
flammation of the meatus urinarius; and ſometimes 
precedes the common Virulent Gonorrhœa; but it is 
more commonly idiopathic and eſſential ; that is to 
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but entirely independent of any other difeaſe. 
I be firſt fort is attended with a very painful 


dyſuria, caufed by the inflammation of the meatus 


urinarius, and by the acrimony of the urine, The 
urethra being in a fate of tenfion and inflammati- 
on, its internal ſurface, which is naturally very de- 


licate and ſenſible, cannot but fuffer greatly from 


the ſtimulus of the urine in its paſſage; and the 


urine, in its turn, acquiring an increaſed heat and 


acrimony from the heat of the mflamed parts, its 
impreſſion becomes very acute. The patients are 
often cruelly afflicted with the ſtrangury, which is 
occaſioned either by the ſwelling of the inflamed 
proſtate glands, and of the veſiculz ſeminales, 
which being increaſed in bulk, compreſs ane contract 
the urethra, and conſequently render the paſſage 
of the urine difficult and painful ; or by the ſmart 
felt in making water, which, by conſent of parts, 
acts on the ſphincter of the bladder, where it cauſes 
a greater quantity than uſual of animal ſpirits to 


be collected, ſo that this muſcle being irritated, and Þ 


ſuffering ſpaſms, impedes the diſcharge of the urine, 
and ſometimes eauſes the total ſuppreſſion of it. 
Moreover, the perinæum is ſwelled, hot, and pain- 
ful, on account of the ſituation of the proſtate 
glands, and the veſiculæ ſeminales, which, as we 
have juſt ſaid, are conſiderably. inflamed. Sometimes 
the whole body of the penis is ſwelled-and red, and 
has a ſenfation of heat and pain, which is occaſi- 
oned by the eompreſſion of the-proftate glands and 
veſiculte ſeminales, on the vera pudenda; both ex- 
ternal and internal; ſo. that the blood which ſhould 
return from the corpora cavernoſa, and from the 
membrane which inveſts thetn; is detained and im- 
peded in its return, or doth it hut with great difh- 
eulty, and in ſmall quantities. Hence it is not ſur- 
e 8 | priſing, 
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priſing, that this fluid, being in too great quantity, 
and receiving: a continual ſupply from the arteries 


which ſuffer no compreſſion, or which reſiſt it bet- 


ter on account of their elaſticity, ſhould ſwell the 
penis through the whole extent, and ſhould cauſe 


there heat and pain, by the irritation and violent 


dilatation of the overloaded veins, and redneſs from 


the fulneſs of the capillary veſſels, which are diſ- 
perſed on the ſkin. - | 
In fine, no*diſcharge, or a very ſmall quantity 


of it, flows from the urethra ; this is alſo an effect 
of the inflammation of the proſtate glands, and of 
the veſiculæ ſeminales, the excretory ducts of theſe 
receptacles being. ſo contracted, that the fluids ſe- 


creted in them can find no free iſſue. 

Such are the ſymptoms which characteriſe the 
firſt ſpecies of the Virulent Dry Gonorrhœa; the 
following ſymptoms accompany the ſecond kind. 


There is felt, as in the firſt, a very painful heat of 


urine, cauſed alſo by the inffammation of the mea- 
tus urinarius, and by the acrimony of the urine. 


There is alſò a ſtrangury, or a retention of urine, 
as in the other; not becauſe the diameter of the 
urethra is at all contracted, for this accident does 


not take place in the eryſipelatous inflammation, on 


which, as we have faid, this ſecond ſpecies of Go- 


norrhœa depends, and which produces no percepti- 
ble ſwelling; but becauſe the heat of the urine oc- 


caſions ſpaſmodic contractions of the ſphincter of 


the bladder, on which account the urine comes out 
with great pain and difficulty, and ſometimes is en- 
tirely ſtopt. The penis or perinæum are neither 
red or tumi fied, becauſe the exterior integuments 
do not partake of the eryſipelas, which has its ſeat 
only in the internal ſurface of the meatus urinarius, 
and if nevertheleſs heat and pain are felt in the pe- 
nis and the perinæum, it is on account of their con- 
nection with the urethra, which, from its vicinity 
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to theſe parts, communicates its own ſymptoms to 
them. 

Moreover, this ſecond ſpecies of Gonorrhœa does 
not any more than the firſt produce any running ; 
it may be perhaps, that the proſtate glands and 
veſiculæ ſeminales are not affected, or rather be- 
cauſe the eryſipelatous inflammation of the urethra 
contracts their excretory duQts, ſo that the fluids 
find no paſlage from them. 

As to the cauſes which produce both theſe ſpe- 
cies of Dry Gonorrhœas, it is needleſs to fay, that 
the antecedent cauſe 1s the venereal virus; but we 
can only conjecture why in one caſe, the proſtate 
glands and the veſiculæ ſeminales, and in the other 
the canal of the urethra is affected; that which 
ſeems moſt plauſible is, that a more fixed kind of 
virus may produce the firſt ſort, eſpecially if the 
excretory ducts of the proſtate glands and of the 
veſiculz ſeminales are more open and gaping into 
the urethra, as is the caſe after the emiſſion of the 
ſeed ; ſo that not having been able to act immedi- 
ately, on account of its fixed nature, it does not 
penetrate the proſtate glands and the veſiculæ ſe- 
minales till they have emptied themſelves of their 
reſpective fluids; and that then it introduces itſelf 
with ſo much the more caſe, as it finds a greater 
ſ] Pace for its reception. 

But if there is more acrimony and volatility in 
the virus, or if the excretory ducts of the proſtate 
glands and of the veſiculæ ſeminales are more con- 
tracted, it may fix directly on the urethra, and the 
tame thing may happen if it attacks the parts be- 
fore emiſſion ; becauſe in that caſe, theſe recepta- 
cles being ill full of the fluids, peculiar to them, 
the virus finds an obſtruction to its entrance, and 
remains in the meatus urinarius. 

However this be, the conſequences of both theſe 
ſpecies of virulent Dry Gonorrhœas may be very 
troubleſome, 
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brought to reſolution, or if a diſcharge does not 


and a little viſcous, but in much leſs quantity than 
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troubleſome, and the moſt dangerous accidents may 
reſult from them. 
In the firſt kind, if the inflammation be not ſoon 


come on, it eren that the inflammatiqn of 
the proſtate glands, or of the veſiculæ ſeminäles, 
which conſtitutes this malady, produces a ſuppura- 
tion in theſe receptacles, ard forms an abſceſs in 
the perinæum. ; 

In the ſecond ſpecies, if the ery ſipelas of the 
urethra does not terminate very ſpeedily by reſolu- 
tion, it will produce a mortification in this part, 
which, as all other membranous parts, is * 
to theſe accidents from inflammation. 

That ſort which is called a Baſtard Ga rhœa, 
is a diſcharge of a kind of lymph, which is purulent, 


that which is diſcharged in a common Gonorrhæœa. 

1 his fluid does not iſſue from the urethra, but 
it 007es from the end of the glans penis: this kind 
of Gonorrhza. ſometimes appears alone, and ſome- 
times it accompanies the Wet or Running Gonor- 
rh&a, or the Dry Gonotrhœa. When it accom- 
panies the Running or Dry Gonorrhcea, it is alſo 
attended by the peculiar ſymptoms of one or other 
of theſe diſeaſes. Moreover, it is not ſo rare as 
people ſeem to imagine. Sydenham has obſerved 
it, as we have already remarked, and has given a 
deſcription of it. Vercelloni and Maſſon were alſo 
acquainted with it, and have given an account of 
the ſymptoms by which it manifeſts itſelf. And 
MI. Aſtruc himſelf aſſures us, that he has often 
met with it. 

It conſiſts in an 1 ion of the N 
glands, which ſurround the corona glandis: theſe 
glands in their natural ſtate ſupply a viſcous humour, 
which accumulates about the glans penis in the 
form of a white ſkin, when perſons negle& waſhing 
C 3 the 
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the parts: now when the virus has penetrated the 


ſubſtance of theſe glands, it ſtimulates and irritates 


them, which encreaſes the force of their vibrations, 
and renders them more frequent, and by conſe- 
quence makes them diſcharge this fluid in a greater 
quantity than uſual ; but it is then more attenuated, 
and thinner than uſual ; it is even fomewhat puru- 
lent, becauſe the virus cauſes eroſions on the ſur- 
face of the glans penis, and on the prepuce. 

Thoſe whofe {ebaceous glands are of a weak and 
lax texture, or who have the prepuce too long, 
are more liable to this diforder than others : for it 
is eaſy to perceive, that if thefe glands are too po- 
rous and too open, they are more ' fufceptible of 
the attacks of the virus, imbibe it more readily, 
and receive à greater quantity of it. We alſo ſee, 

that if the prepuce, being too long, exceeds the 
bounds of the glans penis, it is more fitted to re- 
tain the virulent matter, to incloſe it between its 
own inner ſurface and glans penis, and conſequent- 
ly to give it time (if a perſon has neglected to waſh 
or wipe the part) to inſinuate itſelf into the ſeba- 
ceous glands, and to make its impreſſions there; 
but if a lax texture of theſe glands, and an undue 
length of the prepuce, both concur, they will far- 
ther aſſiſt the introduction of the virus, and give it 
more force to act. However, this diſorder is not 
near ſo dangerous as the Dry Gonorrhœa, which 
we have deſcribed; it is eaſily cured, if taken in 
time, and if proper effieacious remedies be applied at 
the very beginning: but if the patient neglects it 
entirely, or has recourſe only to ignorant empirics, 
the moſt diſagreeable conſequence may reſult from 
it, which will make bim fepent his imprudence: 
the diforder will grow worſe in a very little time; 
the eroſions of the ſebaceous glands, which, at 
firſt, were but flight and fwperficial, will grow 
more extenſive, penetrute deeper into the —— 
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of the glans penis, and will become real ſhancres. 
'Theſe ſhancres may afterwards become callous ; 


the blood and lymphatic fluid, which ſhould return 


from the glans penis, and from the prepuce, find- 
ing their courſe obſtructed and accumulating in 
theſe parts, will cauſe a more conſiderable inſſam- 
mation, and may produce a mn a phimo- 
tis, or a paraphimoſis. 

Thus far I think I have given a ſufficient and 
circumſtatial account of the different kinds of viru- 
lent Gonorrhœas, which authors have obſerved in 
men, and which I have frequently had occaſion to 


obſerve myſelf in the courſe of my practice; I do 


not think that any other kinds are known than thoſe 
which I have deſcribed. Almoſt all authors, who 
have written on this, have ſaid nothing of the Dry 
Gonorrhœa; probably theſe diſeaſes were unknown 


to them. A very few writers only have ſpoken of 


the laſt, and thoſe I have already quoted, viz. 


The renowned Sydenham, who, however, has: 
. committed an error, in ſuppoſing the ſeat of Gonor- 


rhœas in general to be in the glans penis; whereas 


this circumſtance is peculiar to the Baſtard Gonor- 


hœa. Vercelloni, a phyſician of Aſti in Pied- 
mont, ſays, he has obſerved this diſorder in many 
perſons, who had but very ſlightly approached in- 
tected women, without compleating the act. 
Maſſon, a phyſician of Bergere in Languedoc, 
who, very well deſcribes the ſymptoms of this diſ- 
eaſe, as may be ſeen in his diſcourſe inſerted in the 


Memoirs of the Academy of Sciences, where he 


atteſts, that he has had three men under cure for 


| this kind of Gonorrhœa. M. Aſtruc, who al- 
| firms, that he has treated it ſeveral times; ſome- 


times when it has been ſimple, and ſome times 
when accompanied with ſhancres on the glands. 

I thought it was proper to collect in one point 
of view all the known ſpecies of Virulent — 
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rhœas, before J proceeded to the diagnoſtics and 
prognoſtics of the common Virulent Gonorrhœa; 


the two laſt ſpecies ſeem to be in no need of it: 


the deſcription which has been given of the firſt, 


is ſufficient to make it known. The ſymptoms 
and ſeat of the ſecond are viſible; and what I have 
ſaid of their conſequences, and of the danger of 
neglecting to undertake their cure immediately, by 
ſuitable remedies, is ſufficient. Let us now pro- 
ceed to the diagnoſtics and prognoſtics of the com- 
mon Virulent Gonorrhœa.

The Diagnoſe and Prognoſtics ”- the V irulent 


Gonorrhœa in Men. 


Pur ſymptoms of the Virulent Gororrhœa 
are ſo diſtinct and plain, that it is impoſſible 
to miſtake or-confound this diforder with the Go- 
norrhœa properly ſo called, which is not virulent, 
but only a ſimple flux of the ſeminal matter, as we 
have ſaid above, and which conſiſts in the diſcharge 
of a crude, watrys thin, liquid matter, nearly of a 
pearl colour. The humour flows out involuntarily, 
without inflaramation, and without any ſenſation in 


the part: in a word, without the ſtimulus of en- 


joyment, or of any voluptuous idea; and ſome- 
times in ſuch abundance, that the perſons attacked 
with this diſorder ſoon fall into a conſumption. Young 
men who have indulged in the exceſs of venery, 
generally are the perions attacked by this complaint. 
Neither is it to be confounded with the ſimple Go- 
norrhœa, which produces the flux of a matter 
nearly ſimilar to that juſt deſcribed, and which is 
ſometimes occaſioned by drinking beer to exceſs, 
FT eſpecially 
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| eſpecially when perſons have not been uſed to this 


liquor, or by too hot cly ſters, or by riding too long 


journies. 


There is in this kind of flux neither inflammati- 
on, pain, nor heat; and it ſtops in a little time by 


| the uſe of very ſimple remedies ; but the Virulent 


Gonorrhœa is always the conlequence of a com- 
merce with ſome infected perſon. The difficulty of 
making water is perceived from the beginning, and: 


| increaſes daily; great virulence ard acrimony are 


manifeſt thro the whole courſe of it; it frequent- 
ly reſiſts the beſt directed remedies, and is a lor g 
time before it ceaſes; it is known beſides by the 


inflammation which attends it, and the running is 


yellow or greeniſh, fœtid, avd ſometimes bloody; 
it is true, that in diſeaſes of the kidnevs, and of the 
bladder, there is ſometimes a diſcharge of fumlar 
matter from the bladder, the uterus, or the kid- 
neys; but a very ſmall attention to the manner in 


which the diſcharges are made, will prevent any 
miſtaxe. The receptacles of the ſeed being placed 


on this ſide the ſphincter of the bladder, the fluids 


E which iſſue from theſe receptacles are emitted in- 
dependent of any motions of the ſphincter, and ſe- 
| parately from the urine ; but thoſe which proceed 


from the bladder, or from the kidneys, as they ac- 
cumulate in the bladder itſelf, behind the ſphincter, 
cannot iſſue forth but when that is opened and di- 


lated for the paſſage of the urine, ſo that they wy 


come out with that fluid. 

One may alſo diſcover what is the particular 
ſeat of the Virulent Gonorrhœa in men, by the 
following ſigns. 


If the diſcharge be nconfidterable ; I the paid 


heat, and ſmarting are perceived only at the extremity 


of the glans penis, and if the perinæum be exempt 


from theſe ſymptoms, and not all ſwelled, from 


theſe ſigns we may conclude, that the feat of the diſ- 
| eaſe 
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eaſe is only in the cellulæ of the urethra ; and the 
accidents which attend this fort of Gonorrhaa, 
are not very numerous, nor very dangerous or trou- 
bleſome; becauſe, beſides that the virulent matter 
exiſts but in a ſmall quantity, it has but a little 
way to go before 1t comes out of the urethra; the 
cells which it occupics being very near che extre- 
mity of the penis, and conſequently it cannot act 
on the other parts. 

When the ſeat of the diſorder is in Cowper's 
glands, the quantity of the running is but inconſi- 
derable, becauſe theſe glands are but of à ſmall 
ſize. A pain is felt towards the anus, becauſe 
theſe glands are ſituated near that part, and a little 
painful ſwelling may be felt, which is the body it- 
ſelf of theſe glands ſwelled and inflamed ; and if 
there be a pain and ſwelling only on one fide of the 
raphe which divides the perinzum, then but one 
of theſe glands is attack'd ; but if the pain and in- 
flammation are felt on both ſides at the ſame time, 
it cannot be doubted but the diſorder occupies both 
of theſe glands at once. 

The ſymptoms of this ind of R are 
ſlight, and it does not commonly produce more 
dangerous effects than thoſe occaſioned by the 
Gonorrhœa, whoſe ſeat 1 is in the cellulz of the 
urethra. 


When the diſorder "OR its [frat i in the proſtate | 


glands, and in the veſiculæ ſeminales, (for theſe 
two kinds of receptacles are ſo near, that one can 
ſcarce be affected and the other exempt) the con- 
tagious matter is diſcharged in great quantities; 
a deep and extenſive pain is felt in the perinæum; 
the private parts are inflamed, full of pain, and 
conſiderably irritated; ſometimes the teſticles are 
ſwelled and inflamed, without any perceptible 
cauſe, which occaſions the patient to ſuffer very 


acute Pain; and when they are both ſwelled, * 
a ſign 
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a ſign that both the veſiculæ ſeminales are affected 
at the ſame time; whereas if there be but one of 


| them ſwelled, there is reaſon to ſuppoſe, that but 


one alſo of the veſiculæ ſeminales is affected by the 
diſeaſe; to wit, that which lies on the ſame ſide 
as the inflamed teſticle. 

In fine, if the Gonorrhœa be complex, it 1s to 
be diſtinguiſhed by the various ſymptoms which 
characteriſe each particular ſpecies ; and if all the 

rts which we have mentioned, viz. the proſtate 
glands, the veſicule ſeminales, Cowper's glands, 
and the cellulz of the urethra, are affected at the 
ſame time, the peculiar ſymptoms of the four ſpe- 


| cies of Gonorrhœas will all be combined, the diſ- 


charge will be very abundant, and of a very bad 
colour, and the inflammation, irritation, and pain, 
will be extreme. 

We cannot however afhrm, that theſe ſigns of 
the feat of the diſeaſe are abſolutely infallible ; but 
in this there is no great inconvenience, fince near- 
ly the ſame remedies are to be employed, where- 
ever the feat of the Gonorrhœa may be. 

To diſtinguiſh the immediate cauſes of the Viru- 
lent Gonorrhœa, we muſt chiefly attend to the 


colour of the matter diſcharged. 


If the running be clear, : whitiſh, or of a greyiſh 
white; in a word, if the colour be ſuch as ſhews 
no alteration or corruption in the parts which ſup- 
ply it, there 1 1s only a N inflammation 1 in thoſe 
paſts, 3 276! 

If it be yellow, or of a duſky yellow, the in- 
flammation is accompanied by extravaſation ; for 
this yellow colour proceeds from an intimate mix- 
ture of ſome drops of blood with the matter of the 
Gonorrhœa. But if the running be green, or ap- 
proaching to that colour, it is a fign of its being 
purulent, and that the inflammation is attended 
with ulcers and ſuppuration. 1 

n 
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In fine, in order to know the ſpecies of the in- 
flammation on which depends the Gonorrhœa we 
are to cure, which infammation, as we have faid, 
is either phlegmonic, ædematous, ery ſipelatous, 
or ſchirrous, according as it partakes of the nature 
of one or other of thete kinds of tumours, we muſt 
attend to the following ſigns: if the fluid diicharged 
be very abundant, but ſercus, and has no great acri- 
mony, ſo that the heat of urine is incon ſiderable, 
and the parts are but little irritated, and the ſwell. 
ing of the perinzum is not very painful, ard yield- 
ing eaſily to the impreſſions of the touch, we may 
pronounce the inflammation partakes of the nature 
of an oedema, which is a inen, pale, ſoft, and 
indolent tumour. 


If the matter diſcharged be in the ſame quantity, 


but thicker, and has more acrimony, if more acute 
pains are felt, and a much more ardent heat; if 
there be a more conſiderable irritation in the parts, 
with a greater difficulty of urine, and the ſwelling 
in the perinzzum be hard, painful, and prominent, 
the inflammation may then be conſidered as par- 
taking of the nature of that red and painful tumour, 
produced by a heated and over plentiful blood, ac- 
cumulated in ſome part of the body, and which | 15 
called a phlegmon. 
If the fluid diſcharged in a Gonorrhœa be in 
a ſmall quantity, but extremely acrimonious and 
_ corroſive, and very yellow; if the parts ſuffer a 
violent irritation, attended with great heat, and 
pain, and a moſt tormenting difficulty of making 
water, the inflammation is of the ſpecies called an 
eryſipelas, which is a ſwelling of a pale red but lit- 
tle elevated, nor very deep, ard formed by an atte- 
nuated, acrid, and bilious blcod. 

If the running be thick, and in a very ſmall 
quantity; if the heat, irritation, and pain in the 


parts be mode ; if the perinæum be — 
bly 
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bly hand and ſwelled, and reſiſt the impreſſion of the 
fingers the inflammation 1s of the nature of a ſchir- 


| rous, Which is a hard ſwelling, reſiſting the impreſ- 


ſion of the touch, not painful, and formed by a 


thick viſcous humour, hardened and coagulated in 
the ducts where it has lodged itſelf. 


When this particular kind of inflammation in a 


Gonorrhœa ſhall have produced ſchirruſſes in the 


proſtate glands, or in the veſiculz ſeminales, theſe 


receptacles may compreſs the meatus urivarivs, and 


ſo occaſion a ſtrangury. | I 
With reſpe& to prognoſtics, that Gonorrhœa 
which has its ſeat only in the glands of the urethra, 
or in Cowper's glands, is moſt eaſy to cure; be- 
cauſe the inflammation is ſlight, theſe parts are of 
ſmall extent, and the diſcharge is inconſiderable; 
in a word, the ſymptoms are leſs troubleſome than 
in the other kinds. | | | 
But when it attacks the proſtate glands, and ve- 
ſiculæ ſeminales, it is more dangerous; for theſe 
parts afford more rcom for the inflammation to ex- 
tend; they are nearer to the bladder, and ſecrete a 
greater quantity of fluids; wherefore this ſort is 


(cured more difficultly and ſlowly. In general, the 
more the diſorder is complicated, the longer and 


more difficult is the cure: but how violent ſoever 
the diſorder be, it is to be cured, at leaſt if it be 


taken in the beginning, and the management of it 


be committed to an expert and intelligent man, 
who uſes a ſafe and fuitable method. Above 
all, if the patient be governable, ſo as to take reme- 
dies, to do all that is preſcrib'd for him, and to ob- 
ſerve a good regimen. 

It ſometimes happens, that the running ſtops all 
at once, either through the intemperance of the 
patient, the coming on of a fever, or by a violent 
Inflammation, which compreſſes the excretory ſe- 
minal duQts ; or by an indi'creet uſe of aſtringents, 


whic h 
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which contract the orifice of theſe ducts; or by 


the ulcer ſcabbing over without being healed ; or 
finally, by the ſchirrous ſwelling of the teſticles, 


which hinders the ſeed from flowing out. In this 


caſe, if the running be not ſoon brought on again, 


the Gonorrhœa will certainly produce à Pox, be- 
cauſe the virus not being evacuated, neceſfari!y 
flows back on the general maſs of blood, and is not 
long before it infects the fluids. 

On the other hand, if a Gonorrhœa dns been at- 
tended with the moſt violent ſymptoms, and if has 
laſted long, the veſiculæ ſeminales, and the proſtate 


_ having been eroded or dilated, remain in : 


ate. of ulceration, from whence reſults an invo- 
Juntary habitual flux of the ſeminal fluids, which 


ſometimes continues a man's life time: Moreover, 
the Virulent Gonorrhcea, like all other inflamma- 


tory diſeaſes, terminates by reſolution or diſcuſſi- 
on, by ſuppuration, by (churrus, . or by mortifi- 
cation. 

It were to be wiſhed that it would always termi. 
nate by reſolution ;- but this rareiy happens. To 


come to this termination, the diſeaſe muſt not be 


violent; the patient muſt apply for help in good 
time; and muſt be very exact in his regimen, 
This is the happieſt, ſafeſt, and ſpeediaſt termina: 
tion of this diſorder. 

But if the diſeaſe has violent ſymptoms) and i 
it has been too long neglected, there common) 
happens a ſuppuration, the cure goes on very flow: 
ly, and is often: followed by troubleſome eonſe- 
quences. By the patient's neglect of applying for 


advice, or by the peculiar quality of the virus 


ſchirruſſes are-ſometimes formed in the parts affed- 
ed; and theſe tumours are very dangerous, ina 
much as they may occaſion an habitual diffieulty d 
making water, or ſometimes an abſclute re 

| tention 
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tention of urine, as they ſtop up and compreſs the 
urethra. 

But the moſt unhappy iſſue is, when the inflam- 
mation ends in a mortification. We know that all 
internal mortifications are almoſt incurable; but 
this, however, is rarely the caſe. To produce this 
effect, the inflammation muſt reach to the greateſt 


height; which may happen from violent exceſſes 


in venery or in wine, or from the great quantity, the 
activity, and the extreme acrimony of the virus. 

In fine, the Virulent Gonorrhœa is leſs da 
tous, leſs troubleſome, and leſs obſtinate, in ſound, 
vigorous, robuſt conſtitutions, and in young men, 
than in weak delicate perſons, who are full of bad 
humours, or aged and ſickly; becauſe the humours 
of ſuch perſons have more analogy with the vene- 
teal virus, augment its malignancy, and aſſiſt its 
activity and progreſs, or becauſe nature in them is 
too weak to repel and ſubdue it. Such are the 
chief conſequences of the Gonorrhcea, which are 
more particularly treated of in my Treatiſe of the 
Diſeaſes of the Urethra; where I have advanced 
nothing but from experience, and which is now 
— by an infinite number of patients, and ſup- 
potted by the teſtimony of many phyſicians and 
ſurgeons quoted in the work itſelf, and who have 
all been witneſſes of the cures performed by me. 
The diſeaſes of the urethra are only conſequences 
of theſe ſorts of eee of which I have now 
made mention. | 
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Of the Virulent Gonorrhœa in Women ; of its 


Symptoms; and its Diagnoſtics and Pregneoſtics, 


A: Gonorrhœa may have four different ſeats 
in women as well as men; for they have as 
many kinds of receptacles from whence the ſeminal 


humours are ſecreted, and they differ only 1 in their 


ſituation : that the reader may underſtand this chap- 


ter, I muſt premiſe a ſhort deſcription of thoſe parts 
in women, where theſe receptacles are ſeated, as | 
have done in ſpeaking of men. 

1. The firſt object which preſents itſelf to the 
view, is the pudendum, or external orifice or entry 
of the vagina, This is a perpendicular cleft, which 
extends from the lower part of the pubis to the 
anus. There are to be remarked, the labia, the 
nymphæ, the clitoris, the entrance of the urethra, 
the foſſa navicularis, and the carunculæ myrii- 
formes. 

2. The vagina, a long and wide membranous 
canal, extending from the internal orifice of the 
womb to the vulva, ſituated between the bladder 


and rectum, to which inteſtine it adheres very cloſe- 


ly : its figurenearly refembles that of an inteſtine, 
and is very ſuſceptible both of contraQtion and of 
dilatation. It is ordinarily from ſix to eight fingers 
breadth long, and about a finger and an half wide: 

its dimenſions, however, vary according to the va- 


rious circumſtances of age, make, and tempera- 


ment: its extent is more conſiderable in women, 


who have borne ſeveral children, or have had fre- 


quent commerce with men, than in others. Many

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which give it a quick and exquiſite feeling. The 
external ſurface is covered with a pretty thick 
membrane, under which are to be ſeen fleſhy 
fibres through its whole length, which connect it 


with the contiguous parts. 


On the internal furface of this canal are ſeveral 
circular foldings or wrinkles, ſomething like thoſe 
on an ox's palate,” but much deeper and more con- 
ſpicuous on the fore part on the fide next. the 


{ urethra than on the back part. They are all very 
| diſtin in virgins, but are effaced in women who 


have had frequent commerce with men, and in 
thoſe who have lain in: their uſe is to facilitate the 
extenſion and dilatation of the vagina in delivery, 
and to increaſe the pleaſure of enjoyment. 

3. "The receptacles, which contain the ſeminal 
fluids'i in women, Which fluids ſerve to render the 
part more ſmooth and pliable, by a conſtant and 
regular ſupply, or are deſigned to pour forth their 
whole contents with a heightened ſenſe of pleaſure 
in the act of copulation, are, 1. A glandular 
whitiſh ſubſtance, which ſome authors cali the 


proſtate gland, which ſurrounds the urethra, at 


the entrance whereof it terminates in two ſmall 
orifices, as alle on the lower and anterior part of 
the vagina. 2. Cowper's glands ſeated in the pe- 


rinæum towards the anus, with two ducts at the 


entrance of the vagina. 3. The ſmall glands, 
called by ſome writers Botryformes, from an ac- 


count of their reſemblance to cluſters of grapes. 


Theſe are diſperſed over the internal ſurface of the 
vagina through its whole length, but in the great- 
eſt number on the lower part,, near the orifice of 
the urethra. : 4. The cellulæ on the interior ſur- 
face of the meatus urinarius. | 
Now it is demonſtrable by anatomical obſervati- 
ons, that the Virulent Gonorrhœa in women has 
its ſeat only in theſe four kinds of receptacles, and 
one 
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one has ſeen in women, who have died with a 

Gonorrhœa actually upon them, all the ſymptom; 

which characteriſe this diſeaſe ; ſuch as phlogoſis, 

inflammation, hardneſs, tumour, ulcerations, and 
us. 

7 In living ſubje&s alſo, who have contracted this 

diſorder, an inflammation, or even ulcers, attack 


the glands next the urethra, which diſcharge an 


acrimonious purulent humour of various colours, 
The patients feels ſometimes a heat, and fome- 
times an acute ſhooting pain in the vagina; from 
thence alſo iſſues a foul unnatnral diſcharge, and 
they find a great heat and en in making 
water. 

The efficient dune of the e in women, 
as well as in men, can be no other than the vene- 
real virus, whether introduced into the vagina by 


an infected man, or, as ſorne authors have ee. 


produced there from the mixture of femen from 


promiſcuous copulation, heated and corrupted 
three; for it cannot be doubted, ſay they, that if 


a woman abandon herſelf to a great number of 
men, immediately one after another, altho' they 
ſhould all be ſound, yet their different feeds being 
heated by reiterated coition, and by their abode in 
the vagina, produce at laſt the virus which conſti- 
tutes the Pox, or Virulent Gonorrhoea, which 1 i 
one ſpecies of that diſeaſe. 

But it is not always neceſſary to be infected 
that the virus ſhould be directly, and in ſubſtance, 
introduced into the vagina by a full and complete 
act of enjoyment; it may take effect by va pour as 
well as in ſubſtance, or by ſome drops being emit- 


ted at its entrance, and which attaching themſelves 


to the epidermis of this part, eaſily penetrate it, 
and inſinuating themſelves into the different recep- 


tacles before - mentioned, produce the diforder. 1 
have had ſeveral girls under my care who have caught

1th colour, according to the degree of acrimony or 
corruption, and ſometimes has little ſtreaks of blood, 
and is even of a bloody colour, according as more 
or fewer ſmall veſſels are lacerated; the recepts 
cles being thus irritated and inflamed; the urethrz, 
which is contiguous to them, partakes alſo of the 


inflammation ; and the ſalts of the urine as it paſſe

other hand, the irritation of the receptacle 


being communicated to the fleſhy fibres of the

Such preciſely is the ſtate of the Virulent Go- 
norrhœa in women; now let us ſay, in a few 
words, how it terminates, according to the ſenti- 
ment of ſome authors. If the patient has been 
careful to obſerve a good regimen, and has 
been exact in taking the remedies which have 


been ordered for her; and if alſo, the diſor- 


der has been ſkilfully treated, and in a ſure and 
proper method, the ſymptoms decreaſe gradually, 
and the virus being ſufficiently diſcharged in fifteen 

or eighteen days, the glands ceaſe to be obſtructed, 
and the inflammation ceaſes entirely. The matter, 
which was before acrimonious, attenuated, and of 


a preternatural colour, having been ſufficiently di- 


luted and ſoftened by cooling emollient and ano- 
dyne remedies, becomes purer, of a greater con- 
ſiſtence, whiter, and flows in a much ſmaller 
quantity, the virulent ſalts having been evacuated 
and diſperſed, and the corroded and ulcerated parts 


having been ſufficiently cicatriſed, the — ; 


tion, the ſmarting, and the heat of urine ceaſe ; 
ſhort, the running Penny, and the p nent is 
perfe&ly cured. 

The diagnoſtics of the Virulent Gonorrhœa in 
women are much more uncertain than in men. A 
great number of women are ſubje& to a diſcharge 
called the Fluor Albus; this flux is commonly 
continual, rarely periodical, and there are women 
with whom it is entirely irregular, and appears 
ſometimes at one time, and ſometimes at another. 
It varies alſo greatly with refpe& to the quantity 
and quality; fometimes it reſembles the colour of 
rice, ſometimes it is yellow, reddiſh, greeniſh, 
or inclined to black; ſometimes. it is mild, and 
without ac imony; ſometimes it is ſo ſharp, that it 


brings on (xcoriations on the parts; when it is ſup- 


plied from the uterus, it is nearly of the colour of 
| milk; 
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milk; and when it oozes from the lymphatic veſ- 
ſels, it has a great reſemblance to the lymph. 

This malady, ſay ſome authors, is produced by 
two cauſes ; either by the.depravation of the chyle, 
or by the weakneſs of the veſſels of the womb, or 
the vagina: by the.depravation of the.chyle, when 
this fluid is too thin and ſerous, on which account 


it cannot remain long enough in the receptacles 
where it is ſecreted, but eſcapes from them drop 


by drop, as faſt as it is brought to them, from the 


weakneſs of the ducts or ſtrainers, when they are 
ſo dilated, or ſo much relaxed, that they cannot 
retain the humour which they have received, but 


let it drain from them immediately. Moreover, 


this diſorder attacks indifferently girls and women 
who are thin and corpulent. It is eaſy to conceive, 
that the Fluor Albus, often reſembling in colour 
.and in acrimony the-diſcharge of the Virulent Go- 


norrhœa, may deceive thoſe who want experience 
or ſagacity. There have heen many very reputable 
authors who have confounded the firſt kind of diſ- 
charge with the latter. It is abſolutely neceſſary 
to beware of being deceived m this.matter, in or- 
ger to avoid any miſtake in the treatment, and not 


to pronounce à raſh judgment with regard to a 


woman who may be truly virtuous; nor, on the 


other hand, expoſe to very dangerous conſequences 
thoſe, who, being really infected, are fo imprudent 


as to conceal the cauſe of their diforder, and let it 
paſs under-the name of the Fluor Albus, without 


.confidering that the remedies ſuited-to this running 
are not at all proper for that produced by the 


venereal infe Aion. 

In women who have never had the Fluor Albus, 
it will be eaſy to determine concerning the nature 
of the diſcharge which follows coition, if they 
make no difficulty of owning their imprudence, and 


if the matter has all the character of the virulent 


running, 
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| running, with the ſymptoms which are peculiar to 


this diſeaſe. Thus, when the matter of the run- 
ning is whitiſh, yellow, or inclining to green ; when 


the ſmart is perceived immediately, and at the be- 


ginning with ſcalding of urine, with tenſion, heat, 


| redneſs, and painful inflammation in the parts, it 
is not doubtful that the diſorder is a Virulent Go- 


norrhœa. It is true that the Fluor Albus ſome- 
times cauſes irritations, inflammations and pain in 
the pudendum and vagina; and that it even exco- 
riates theſe parts, as we have ſaid above, by its 


| acrid, cauſtic ſalts; but it is not till after a Jong 


time that it produces theſe effects, which laſt 


| much longer than thoſe which-are obſerved in the 
| Virulent Gonorrhœa. At the beginning the Fluor 
Albus occaſions only a relaxation in the parts which 
| loſe much of their ſenſibility, and become pale and 
{ flaccid ; whereas the Virulent Gonorrhœa renders 


them at firſt, red, inflamed, and painful. More- 


cover, it is eaſy to obſerve, that women who are af- 
flicted with the Fluor Albus have commonly a pale 


complexion, inclining to yellow, and are bloated, 


weak, and ſickly. Their fluids are vitiated; they 
have nauſeas, or an irregular appetite, breathe with 
difficulty, ſometimes fail of their courſes, or have 
them very ſparingly, with ſcarce any colour, and 


irregularly; and that in fine, their pulſe is ſlow, 
weak, ſoft, and low, which ſymptoms do not ac- 
company the Virulent Gonorrbœa; ſince women 
who have the latter diſorder, often deceive men by 
all the appearance of florid health, and conceal 
the danger under the roſes of a beautiful com- 
plexion. | | 

If the patient certainly knows that ſhe has had 
commerce with an infe&ed man (for there are ſome 
who are ſo eager after pleaſure, as to expoſe them- 
ſelves at all events;) and if ſhe will confeſs, we 
may boldly pronounce the caſe to be a Virulent 
D 2 Gonorrhœa; 


* 
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Gonorrhœa; and we ſhall be more certain of the 
fact, it, beſides the running, there are alſo other 


ſymptoms of the virus, ſuch as ſnhaneres, buboes, 
Callous ulcers, & c. but if thro? fear, or falſe ſhame, 
ſhe diſguiſes her complaint, or if the be abſolutely 


ignorant of the cauſe, we muſt proceed to an in- 


ſpection of the parts.; in which we are to follow 
the method pointed out by what we have ſaid of 
the four different ſeats of the Virulent'Gonorrhaa 


in women: theſe four ſeats are the proſtate glands, 


or thoſe glands, which ſurround the urethra, 


Cowper's glands, which are near the carunculæ 


myrtiformes, the vaginal glands, otherwiſe called 


the botrytormes glands, -which are diſperſed over 


the internal ſurface of the vagina, and cellulæ on 


the internal ſurface of the meatus urinarius. If on 


compreſſing the proſtate glands, which are ſituated 
on the upper part of the pudendum, there oozes 
from them a humour, having the qualities of thoſe 
runnings which we have deſcribed, and a preſſure 
on the glands ſeated in the lower part of the vagina 
produces a like running; or it there be ſuch a king 


of running from the urethra, with a ſcalding of wa- 


ter, if, im fine, all theſe particular places diſ- 
charge all together the purulent matter, the ex- 
iſtence of the VirulentGonorrhoa is beyond doubt; 
eſpecially if theſe two kinds of glands, and the ori- 
fice of the urethra are inflamed, or have a tendency 


to inflamnmat on. 


In the caſe of the Fluor Albus, it is not theſe 


glands which ſupply the matter cf the diſcharge, 


it is filtrated from the glands of the uterus. The 
greateſt difficulty is when the Virulent Gonor- 
rhœa has its ſeat only in the vaginal, or glandulz 
botryformes. Some authors following the opinion 


of Baglivi, pretend that it is eaſy to diſtinguiſh the 


be from the Fluor Albus, becauſe this 


latter diſcharge ceaſes ſome time before or after the 
me nſes;

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menſes; whereas the running of the Gonorrhœa, 
on the contrary, does not ſtop then, but continues 


at the ſame time with the catamenia. 


The Fluor Albus, ſay they, diſappears during 


the time of the menſes, becauſe this humour. 1s- 


mixed with the blood, and not to be diſtinguiſhed 


| from that fluid; whereas this is not the cafe with 


reſpect to the venereal running, which flows ſe- 
parately,. and with diſtin marks, from the cata- 


| menia, aſtho' at the ſame time with them: but 

| there is no relying on this opinion, which is con-- 

| iradifted by experience: how 1s. it poſſible, that 
| two fluids, diſcharged from the ſame place, that is 


to ſay, the vagina, ſhould not mix in their courſe ? 
and that the tincture of the blood, being the 
ſtrongeſt and deepeſt colour, ſhould not abſorb that 


| of the Fluor Albus? or that the humour of 1his 


diſcharge ſhould retain its peculiar colour on the 
innen, or on the: pudendum muliebre? 'Thele 
ſigns are therefore far from being certain, or ſuffi- 
cient for diſtinguiſhing that ſpecies of Gonorrhaa 
which has its ſeat in the vagiral glands ; nor are 
they ſo with reſpeQ to that which attacks the 
other receptacles ; for altho? there be ſome diſtance 
between the glands which ſurround the vrethra, 
the other glands which lie near the carunculæ 
myrtiformes, and the vagina, which ſupplies the 
matter of the Fluor Albus, the humours flowing 
from theſe glands are always mixed in the puden- 
dum with the menſtrual diſcharge, eſpecially if its 
quantity be conſiderable. 

Some propoſe another expedient for making this 
diſtinction, which they cor ſider as the ſureſt and 
moſt infallible; which is, to intreduce into the 
vagina a peſſary dipped in ſome acid liquors, ſuch 
as vinegar, lemon juice, & c. and well ſprinkled 
with ſalt; or to wet the vulva and the vagina with 
ſuch kind of. liquors ; as is faid to be the practice of 
D 3 | ſome 
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ſome cautious debauchees, to prevent miſchief in 
being concerned with an infected woman; for 
then the parts of a woman labouring under a Vi- 
rulent Gonorrhœa, being ſenſibly irritated by the 
points of the ſalts, which would prick the ulcerated 
places, the patient would ſuffer acute pain,, which 
could not fail of being declared by her features 
and her groans. But this method, notwithſtand- 
ing what they advance, is uſeleſs and very uncer- 
tain ; becauſe, as we have already remarked, the 
matter which is diſcharged in the Fluor Albus, 
becomes in time ſo acrimonious and corroſive, that 
it produces excoriations and ſores; and a woman 
in this ſituation, tho' free from all venereal taint, 
would not ſuffer leſs from the application of the 
peſſary, or of acrimonious or acid liquors, than one 
who laboured under the real Virulent Gonor- 
rhœa. | 

It is evident from hence, that it would be im- 
prudent to truſt to theſe ſort of ſigns, which prove 
nothing. The confeſſion of the patient is the only 
thing which can reaſonably determine our judg- 
ment; but if ſhe conſtantly refuſes to give that in- 
formation which is requiſite, we may ground our 
opinion on different conjectures, ſuch as her having 
acquaintance with ſuſpected perſons, her living not 
very regularly, having a debauched huſband, or 
notoriouſly keeping up a commerce with ſome 

oung libertine; or, in ſhort, by the diſeaſe ma- 
nifeſting itſelf by ſuch ſymptoms as can proceed 
only from venereal infection. 

There are ſome other things which deferve at- 
tention. There are women in whom the Fluor 
Albus appears only a few days before or after the 
menſes, and that regularly. 

If a woman, under theſe circumſtances has a 
running, reſembling that of a Virulent Gonor- 
Thea, and accompanied with pain, and with heat 

| | = in 
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in the parts, and with a ſcalding of urine, at-a time. 
unuſual for the Fluor Albus to ſhew itſelf, there 1s 


ſufficient reaſon to believe that the diſorder is a 


true Virulent Gonorrhœa. 

On the other hand, we know, that girls s are 
ſeldom troubled with the Fluor Albus before they 
are of a marriageable age; but that they may be in- 
fected with a Virulent Gonorrhœa in the tendereſt 
age. Many obſervations atteſt, that this diſeaſe 
has been communicated to little girls, of four, ſix, 
or eight years old. The membrane called the hy- 
men was not torn, and conſequently the penis had 
not entered the vagina; the virulent matter from 
an infected perſon had only wetted the entrance of 
that canal, ſo that the Gonorrhœa had its ſeat in 
the ſuperior or inferior glands of the pudendum, 
but the children had never had the Fluor Albus. 
If therefore one perceives in a girl nearly of the 
age we have juſt mentioned, a yellow or greeniſh 
purulent running, with all the characters of the 
matter of a Virulent Gonorrhza, and attended 
with other ſymptoms- peculiar to this diſeaſe, it 
cannot be ra but this diſcharge is venereal. 
Let us now ſpeak of the prognoſtics of a Virulent 
Gonorrhœa in women. 

We have already obſerved, that women are e leſs 
liable to catch this diſeaſe than men. 

It is certain, that of many men concerned with 
an infected woman, very few eſcape the contagi- 
on, how ſmall ſoever be the quantity of the virus. 
On the contrary, experience proves, that there are 
many, who, altho' they receive the virus into the 
vagina, yet are not attacked with this diſorder z the 
cauſe of this difference is eaſy to conceive : we know 
that the virus iſſues from the penis together with the 
ſemen, with which it is mixed; and that if it be 
not received into the uterus for the purpoſes of ge- 


neration, it flows back out of the yagina imme- 
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| diately after coition, by its own weight, by the 


motions of the woman, by the dependent ſituation 
of the part, and by the compreſſion of the ſides of 
the vagina, which collapſing on each other, when 
they are no longer diſtended by the penis, favour 
the evacuation of this fluid. But if the ſemen be 
ſuppoſed to remain ſome time in the part, it over- 
powers, as it were, by its quantity, which greatly 
exceeds that of the virus, its ſeeds of the diſorder, 
or envelopes the ſalts in its viſcous texture: 
whereas the penis does not throw out the virus 
again when it is once introduced there, and no 
other humour mixes with it except that of the 
lacunæ, which is much more adapted to diſſolve and 


ſpread the virulent ſalts, and to give them greater 


activity and energy, than to blunt them, or to im- 
pede theit effects: beſides, if the woman has her 
_ courſes upon her at the time ſhe lays with an infect- 
ed man, ſhe is ſtill leſs liable to get the diſeaſe: 
for then the blood which flows from her, envelopes 
and abſorbs the virulent ſalts, and draws them cut 


of the vagina; and as this diſcharge laſts a conſider- 
able time, it ſo much the more impedes the action 


of the virus, and may at laſt carry it all off, 
But if the violence of the virus communicated, or 
the peculiar diſpoſition of the woman who receives 
it, favours its action, and the woman catches a 
 Gonorrhca, ſhe bears it with lefs inconvenience 
than men. The menſes, as we have juſt ſaid, 
ſoften the acrimony of the virulent ſalts, 'deſtroy 
them in part, and procure their expulſion, On 
the other hand, the vagina being conſtantly moit- 
tened by the bomours which are conſtantly ſe- 
creted, to lubricate it, and to moderate its heat, 
they envelope, by their mucilaginous and viſcous 
humours, the venereal ſalts. Moreover, the dif- 
ficulty of making water, which atterds. the Viru- 
lent Gonorrhœa, is not fo conſiderable, nor fo 
painful 
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painful in women as in men; and this ſymp- 
tom does not even take place When the diſorder 
occupies only Cowper's glands; that is to ſay, 
thoſe which are ſituated near the carunculæ myr- 
tiformes, or when it attacks only the vaginal glands. 
The reaſon of which is, that theſe glands are at a 
conſiderable diſtance from the meatus urinarius, 
and therefore the inflammation does not extend to 
it. This accident happens only when the M 
has its ſeat in the proſtate gland, which, by 1 


_ nearneſs, partakes of the pain and TY : 
but this pain is leſs conſiderable in women than in 


men, becauſe all the receptacles which the Gonor- 
rhœa occupies are adjoining to the urethra, which 
is very long and narrow, and therefore more ſub- 
ject, and for a longer. time,, to the impreſſion of 
the urine in its paſſage; whereas in women this. 
canal is ſo large and. ſhort, that the ſalts of the 
urine make but a flight. impreſſion. Nevertheleſs 
if the ſeat of (he diſorder be. in the cellulz of the 
urethra,.. the. difficulty of making water will be 
greater: but this ſpecies - of - Gonorrhcea... is very 
rare; and ſomè authors even doubt that it can ever 
exiſt, not being able to perſuade themſelves that 
theſe cellulæ alone can be infected with the vene- 
real virus; or that in this caſe they could alone, 
and independanily of the inflammation of the other 
parts, conſtitute a true, Virulent Gonorrhaa. 
Moreover this diſeaſe, wherever: its ſeat. be, has 
leſs grievous conſequences | in women, as the diffi- 
culty of making water is lets; the pain, the heat, 
the irritation muſt alſo be leſs in the parts affected, 
which will conſequently be leſs liable to ulceration- 
and ſuppuration : it is alſo very rare for women to 
experience thoſe troubleſome accidents ſo common 
to men, ſuch as callous cicatrices, carnoſities, ſun- 
gous excreſcences, * ariſing from the ulcers of 
5 the 
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the urethra, form a kind of barrier, which ſtops the 
diſcharge of the urine, or at leaſt make its paſſage 
very troubleſome, which often produce an habitual 
ſtrangury, and may even occaſion a dangerous re- 
tention of urine. The urethra in women, as we 
faid before, being leſs affected, on account of the 
diſtance between it and the different receptacles in 
which the Gonorrhcea has its ſeat, and being much 
ſhorter than in men, it is leſs expoſed to the im- 
preſſions of the virus, and to the fatal accidents 
which men ſometimes experience. 

But if, in this particular, the advantage is on 
the ſide of women, it is not ſo in reſpect to the 
cure, which is more difficult in that ſex than in 
men. In the latter, the parts have more ſtrength 
and firmneſs, and recover more eafily their natural 
elaſticity to reſiſt and expel the virus: whereas in 
women, they are ſoft, flaccid, and relaxed, and 
always moiſtened with humours, which keep the 
fibres in a languid and weak ſtate; by which 
means they retain the virus the longer, not having 
the power to reſiſt it, to impede its operation, and 
to deſtroy it. Befides, the greateſt part of women 
being ſubject to an habitual flux of a lymphatic hu- 
mour, which moiſtens the pudendum, it is poſſible 
they may be miſtaken in the cafe of a Virulent Go- 
norrhœa, when, after a treatment, either uncer- 
tain, or ill conducted, they ſtill find a running, 
which they flight, and look upon as the ſame dit- 
charge they are ſubject to: but the moſt advanta- 
geous thing in men is, that the parts affected in 
the urethra are often waſhed and cleanſed by the 
urine which paſſes that way; which is not the 
caſe in women. 8 | | 

In fine, there is no doubt but a Gonorrheea ill 
cured, neglected, and of a long ſtanding, may 


produce in women, as well as men, a confirmed 
| pox. 
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pox. The virus, which is lodged in the parts, 
diffuſes itſelf, by degrees, into the habit, and ends 
in a total infection. 5 
It is, therefore, neceſſary to apply ſuitable and 
early remedies; and, if the patient is in the hands 
of a diſcreet and able man, if ſhe follows his ad- 
vice readily and exactly, the Gonorrhœa will, of 
what kind ſoever it be, at laſt yield to the power 


of theſe nne without any traces being left 
behind.

The ordinary Methods of\, Cure in the Vi ir ulent” 
Gonorrhœa. 


1 HAT nothing may be wanting/on the: ſub- 
ject I am treating of, I ſhall now deſcribe, 
in a few words, what are the particular methods 
commonly employed for the cure of this diſeaſe; 
not that I look upon them as certain and efficacious; 
but that the intelligent readers may form a judg- 
ment concerning them; and that thoſe who have 
caught the diſorder, may be more circumſpect in 
their choice of thoſe to whom they intruſt their 


cure. I do not mean to ſay, that the greateſt 


phyſicians and ſurgeons, who undertake the cure of 
theſe complaints, want ſkill and experience; but 
there are ſome parts of the art, which eſcape the 
ſagacity of u which others are fortunate en 
to underſtand. | 


c Non omnibus omnia.“ 


Nene is never prodigal of all her gifts to one 
verſo; ; ſhe uſes economy in her diſtributions, and 


diſpenſes them to various people, and.in a juſt pro- 
portion. 
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portion. With refpeQ to the diſeaſe in 8 
] appeal to the experience of a vaſt number of per- 


ſons, who, notwithſtanding they have kept a ſtrict 


regimen, and have adhered moſt exactly to the 


preſcriptions of thoſe. under whoſe care they had. 
put themſelves, have never been able to obtain a 


perfect cure, and have even contracted habitual, 


and perhaps, incurable complaints. As to thoſe, 
who, becauſe all the ſymptoms of the Gonorrhœa, 


have diſappeared, think themfelves ſafe from any 
bad conſequences, I wiſh their ſecurity may be 
well founded; but they have reaſon to fear, they 


will be made ſenſible of their miſtake ſooner or 


later. 

That which is the Grit object cenerally pro- 
poſed in the treatment of the Virulent Gonorrhœa, 
is to prevent or abate the inflammation, to mode- 
rate the tenſion of the parts, and to reſtore the 
freedom of the circulation by bleedings, oftener or 
ſeldomer repeated, according to the degree of vio- 
lence of the diſorder, and according to the force 
and conſtitution of the patient, Preſeribers alſo 
endeavour to cool by ptiſans, compoſed from plants 
ſuited to this purpoſe; ſuch as the roots of marſh 
mallows, of the frawberry plant, of wild ſuccory 
of nenuphar, lettice, parietary, and others of a 
like nature, mixed with - nitre and ſal prunel. 
Clyſters are alſo preſcribed z made with a decoc- 
tion of the ſame ſimples, or with caſſia; or if there 
be a further neceſſity for cooling; and the inflam- 
mation be not aſſuaged by theſe firſt methods, 
emulſions are given of the. cool: feeds, pre 
white poppy, and cooling ſyrups. 

Sometimes they mix with theſe, if the caſe requires 
it, narcotics, diacodium, laudanum, &c. When 
the ſymptoms are ſtill more violent, and the in- 
flammation obſtinate; when the difficulty of urine 
is very ſnarp, and great pain is Loh in the ä 
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| with ſwelling, heat, and tenſion, recourſe is had as. 


before to bleedings, emollient,. and cooling ptiſans, 


and emulſions; but beſides theſe remedies, fomen- 
tations alſo: are uſed, and bathing with warm milk. 


to ſoften the parts, and take off the tenſion, an 


| anodyne..and diſcutient poultice, made of the 
| crumbs of bread, with milk and ſaffron, is ſpread, 

on the perinæum, and they throw into the urethra. 

| injections. made of decoction of marſh mallow 


roots, or milk: ſometimes alſo camphire is uled,, 


| as being reckoned an antiſpaſmodic medicine pro- 


per to allay the inflammation, and to moderate tha 
heat and impetuoſity of the blood and ſpirits. | 

With regard to regimen, only. ſuch things are 
allowed as cool and moiſten; the patient is con- 
fined. to ptiſan alone, he is. forbidden wine, or any 
ſtrong liquor, or any food that is groſs, or hard of 
digeſtion, or too ſucculent ragouts, pepper, ſalt, 
and ſpices; and above all, he is-cautioned to ab- 
ſtain from women, and to keep himſelf in perfect 
tranquility of mind and body. In a word, to ſhun 
every thing that may, agitate the blocd, and in- 
creaſe the inflammation. . 

When the ſymptoms begin to abate, they pro- 
ceed to gentle purges, ſuch as caſſia or manna; and 
when there is no longer any-reaſgn to fear . in- 
flammation, ſtronger purges, ſuch as digridium or 
jalap, or calomel, are employed. Some practiti- 
oners then uſe the mercurial cintment,. with which 
they rub the perinæum, the pudenda, the groin, 
and the buttocks, leaving an interval of one, two, 
or three days between each friction, with a ſmall 
quantity of the ointment z the end they propoſe 
hereby is to deſtroy the virus entirely by the acti- 
on of the mercury which inſinuates itſelf gradually 
into the parts, which are the. ſeat of the diſorder, 
and penetrates afterwards into the maſs of blood, 

to 
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to oppoſe the virus there, if any of its and 
have gotten admiſſion into that fluid. 

But if it ſhould happen, that the bad regimen of 
the patient ſhould give riſe to a new inflammation, 
or ſhould-cauſe the running to ceaſe, they leave off 
the meicurial frictions, which might exaſperate the 
diſorder, and return to bleeding, ptiſans, and the 
other remedies which were employed in the begin- 
ning of the complaint, to diſcuſs the inffammation, 
and to bring on a running again. When the ſeat, or 
the principal cauſe of the malady is at the extremity 
of the penis, in that part of the urethra which is called 
the foſſa navicularis, and which is corroded. by ſome 
malignant ulcers, they employ detergent and cica- 
triſing ointments, which they introduce into the ca- 
nal of the urethra, in the place which ] have juſt 
mentioned, by the means of a ſmall probe, wrap- 
ped round with Jint, covered with theſe ointments; 
or elſe they cover an oblong tent with it, which: 
they introduce into the part. 

In fine, when all the fymptoms have diſappeared, 
and the matter diſcharged by the running has a 
greater thickneſs, and a more natural colour, they 
preſcribe balſamics, ſuch as turpentine, Canada 
balſam, or Copaiva, to cleanſe and conſolidate the 
internal ulcers, and the patient is put on a milk 
diet, to cleanſe the blood, and 10icarry off all the 
remaining acrimony of the virus. It is, alſo thought 
of advantage to drink mineral waters, ſuch as thoſe 
of Forges, Paſſy, and others of the like kind.” 

But if, in ſpight of all theſe means, the running 
continves obſtinate, aſtringents are ordered inter- 
rally, ſuch as allom, amber, red coral, dragon's 
blood, &c. and detergent and aſtringent injections 
are thrown into the urethra of men, and into the 
vagina of women, Jap. crol. with decoctions, or 
with ſulphureous hot mineral waters. This is the 

| method 
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method moſt in repute, and which authors who 
treat of the Gonorrhœa eſteem to be the ſafeſt; 
whether they think they have ſeen good effects 


from it, or that the reputation of thoſe who have 


brought it into practice does not —_— any one to. 
doubt of its efficacy. 

Let us now proceed to other nice methods, 
recommended by various authors.

In fine, there are authors who ſay they have uſed 
with great ſucceſs Cantharides in ſubſtance or in in- 
fuſion. 

If we refle& in the leaſt on the nature of theſe 
remedies, (or at leaſt on the greateſt number of them) 

and on the diſorder to which they are applied, we 
ſhall be convinced how inſufficient, and even dan— 
gerous, ſome of them are, and. ſhall be aſtoniſhed, 
that men, in other reſpects ſo intelligent, ſhoud 
have adviſed the. uſe of them, and ſhould have 
rais'd their reputation by their example, and by the 
extravagant praiſes they have. beſtowed. on. them as 
infallible remedies. 

As to the firſt method, it is eaſy to ſee, that it 
is doubtful or hurtful; and that too frequent or 
tao ſtrong purges, putting the blood into an agita- 
tion, only ſerve to exaſperate the complaint, and 
Increaſe the inflammation ; which may endanger 
ſuppreſſing the running, and bringing on a dan- 
gerous ſwelling. of the ſcrotum, altended with 
acute pain, which may cauſe tbe matter to flow 
back into the blood, and bring on a confirmed Poxy 
if the running be not reſtored. 

Neither can we promiſe ourſelves much ſueceſ⸗ 
from the injections J have mentioned; or rather 
we are to look on aſtringent injectiors in general 
as very dangerous, becauſe they ſtop the evacuati- 
om of the virus, and ſhutting it up in the parts af- 
fected, they give it an opportunity to make a 

| greater 


Ce 
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greater progreſs, and to infect the whole habit; ſo 


little capable are they of ſubduing it. 

They who propoſe cochineal as a good remedy, 
probably do this only becauſe it has a diuretic qua- 
lity ; for as a cordial and ſudorific, it is eaſy to ſee, 
that it can have no good effect in thi; complaint: 
but as it is a warm diuretic, it is by no means ad- 
viſeable; and it appears, that far from diminiſhing 
the inflammation and the difficulty of making wa- 


ter, it can only ſerve to increaſe theſe ſymptoms, 


and render the diſeaſe more dangerous and r more 
difficult to be cured. | 

Green precipitate alſo and Guiacum appear to 
me to be remedies rather to be avoided than to be 
uſed. The firſt of theſe is one of the moſt violent 
and cauſtic purges that are known; and it acts 
with ſo much violence on the ſtomach, that it cor- 
rodes the villous coat : what good effects can, 
therefore, be expected from it? Is there not ra- 
ther reaſon to fear, that, like other purges of this 
claſs, it may heighten the inflammation, and oc- 
caſion the worſt of accidents? Can it moreover 
be expected, that this compoſition ſhould deſtroy 
the virus by means of the mercury which it contains, 
ſceing there is ſo very ſmall a portion of this metal 
in it? Tt ought, therefore, to be confidered as 
much more dangerous than ſalutary, and as capa- 
ble at moſt only of palliating the evil: not having 
power to attain the principal end, that of ſubduing 
and extirpating the virus, it ſuffers it to lurk in the 
receptacles, from whenee it diffuſes itſelf after- 
wards over the whole habit. 

As to gum guiacum, it is very heating, and 
muſt therefore certainly increaſe the inflammation, 
by raiſing a great fermentation in the blbod, and 
conſequently. muſt aſſiſt the activity and malignity 
of the virus, and augment its acrimony, and that 
of the fluids, wh' ch by that means more eaſily in- 
Corporate 
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corporate with the virulent particles. The ſame 
thing is to be ſaid of the decoctions of the woods, 
which produce equally dangerous effects: but 
which, however, are in great credit with the leſ; 
diſcerning practitioners. 

Neither can we rely much on the virtues of ſu- 
gar of lead, which fome praiſe exceſlively, In 
general, remedies, drawn from lead, are very dan- 
gerous when taken internally; and experience 
ſhews, that they are very injurious to the ſtomach, 


Which 1s fo eſſential an organ in the animal œcono- 


my; for they produce nauſeas and vomitings; they 
are beſides more adapted to fix the virus in the ha- 
bit, than to deſtroy or drive it out, fince they ſtop 
the running too ſoon. 

I have no better opinion of the eleQtuary in uſe 
with many, which is compoſed of tupentine, rhu- 


barb, and calomel. 


But cantharides are the moſt dangerous remedy, 


given either in infuſton or in ſubſtance. What 


good can be expected from a practice ſo contrary 


to experience and common fenſe? Cantharides 


ſhould never be employed but in bliſter plaiſters, to 


diſcharge the ſuperfluity of humours; and even 
then precautions muſt be uſed, to prevent the acti- 
on of their acrid cauſtic ſalts on the internal parts,

That balſainics operate nearly the ſame effect, and 
ſometimes ſtop the running by the conſtriction which 
they occaſion in the excretory ducts. And finally, 
that mercurials often do. more harm than good, by 
putting the blood into too great an agitation, by 
injuring the ſtomach, and by rendering the matter 


diſcharged more acrimonious, more ſaline, and. 


more corroſive. 

It is now time to ſay dN of the pretended 
preſervatives which ſome wicked and mercenary 
authors propoſe to ſecure perſons from, the danger 
of infection. 


There is, in my opinion, Wötiihg ſo vain, or 
rather ſo unworthy of a profeſſion ſo noble as that, 
which has for- its, object the health and the preſer- 


vation of men, as the invention or the communica- 


tion of means to preſerve perſons from this diſorder; 


nor do I think any thing can be ſo criminal; for 
if reſtraint to debauchery, which 
has already but too free a courſe every where.

Even allowing that ſome advantage may reſult from 
theſe methods, yet if we compare the evil with the 
good, we ſhall find the evil prependerate; beſides 
morality forbids us to do evil that good may enſue; 
were it not for the danger which attends à promil- 


cuous and-infamous commerce between the ſexes; 


were it not for this, curb-on fiery youth; univerſal 
diſſoluteneſs, unbridled- licentiouſneſs, diſorders, and 
proſtitution would enſue, In vain wilt it be reply'd, 
t if preventatives favour incontinence, a ſure 
method of cure is liable to the ſame objection, ſince 
young men would be leſs likely to give the rein to 
their luſt, if there were no ſure means of conquer- 
ing the diſorder. 

To this I anſwer, that there | is a great difference 
between the aſſurance, of being ſafe from the diſ- 
order, and the hope of being cured. This hope 

way 
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may indeed produce ſome bad effects; but the fear 


of being expoſed, the uncertainty how violent or 


malignant the diſorder may prove, the dread or 
ſhame of its being diſcovered, the expence of cure, 
are all ſo many reſtraints on young people ; where- 
as if they have it in their power of giving them- 


| ſelves up with impunity to the warmth of their 


paſſions, there would perhaps not be a ſingle in- 
ſtance of chaſtity in youths. Beſides it would not 
be reaſonable to deprive of all aſſiſtance, and give 
up to a cruel and ſhameful death, all thoſe who 
ſhall Have been ſo unfortunate as to be infected 
with the venereal diſorder, becauſe the fear of be- 
ing expoſed to the {ame evils, would render others 
more prudent. When the miſchief is done, we 
are obliged to remedy it. Reaſon, duty, and be- 
nevolence, preſcribe this conduct to us: and not to 
preſerve life when we are able to do it, 1s next to 
being guilty of murder, altho' it be the man's own 
fault that he runs the rifk of loſing it, 

If venereal diſorders may be avoided by con- 
tinence, what need is there of other preſervatives ? 
and can we flatter ourſelves that we ſhall find any 
real prefervative but virtue? They who are ſeized 
with the plague, or with ' ſome other epidemical 
diſorder, have certainly not had it in their power to 
preſerve themſelves from theſe diſorders. It was 
therefore juſt that, Providence ſhould afford preſer- 
vatives from theſe evils, but there was ro reaſon to 
expect any, for evils to which men expoſe them- 
ſelves of their own accord; and although their diſ- 
orders are ſometimes communicated to thoſe who

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have not deſerved them, it is ſufficient that nature 
and art afford the means of cure. 

We ought not to rely on fomentation of the part, 
bathing after copulation, nor on thoſe vulnerary in-

CHAP. YE 


Accidents which ſometimes occur in the Vifulent 


Gonorrhcea. 


O give an accurate idea of the manner in 
which ſeveral dangerous diſeaſes ariſe in the 
parts of generation, in conſequence of a Virulent 


Gonorrhœa ill-cured, or even during the treatmend 


of it from the fault of the ſurgeon, or of the pati- 
ent, I think it neceſſary to premiſe a circumſtantial, 
deſcription of theſe parts, from the knowledge 
which anatomy gives us of their mechaniſm and 
form. 

The moſt conſiderable parts which the penis 
conſiſts of, are the corpora cavernoſa on each fide, 
the vena pudenda, along the dorſum penis, the 
glans penis, and the prepuce which covers it, the 
urethra or urinary canal on the under part, reaching 
from the neck of the bladder to the end of the penis. 
The corpora cavernoſa are two cilindrical or long 
round ſpongy bedies, placed near one another, ard 
having a communication with each other through 
their whole length, by a partition perforated here 
and there, and commonly called the ſeptum. 

They are- ſurrounded on the back: part by the 
erector muſcles, which are faſtened to the tuberoſi- 
ties of the iſchium, and are connected on the fore 
part to the prepuce and glans penis. The blood is 
carried to them in great abundance in the time of 


erection by ſix arteries, which produce a very 


ſpeedy tumefaction; all the cells of the corpora ca-

The vena pudenda ts a common trunk, formed 
y the meeting of different ramifications, which 
aſſes. over the pubis, to re-convey the blood into 
he courſe of the. circulation.

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to blunt the ſalts of the urine, which would elſe 
make very uneaſy impreſſions on its delicate mem- 
brane. 

It will be eaſy, after this ſhort deſcription of the 
parts, to conceive in what manner are formed the 
various complaints which reſult from the unſkilful 
treatment of a Virulent Gonorrhœa. 

One of the moſt conſiderable of theſe com- 
plaints, is the involuntary flow of the ſemen, or an 
habitual gleet. 

We have already ſeen that the veſiculæ ſemina- 
les, and the proſtate gland, ſupply the principal 
fluids which paſs along the urethra, with this dif- 
ference, that the fluid which comes from the veſi- 
culæ ſeminales, 1s that thick, whitiſh, glutinous 
matter which is the principle of generation, and 
contains the materials of the fœtus; and that the 
fluid excreted from the proſtate gland is only 
lymphatic and a vehicle of the ſemen, but not 
at all prolific. We have ſeen alſo, that the 
veſiculæ ſeminales have each of them an excre- 
tory duct, which opens into the. urethra on each 
ſide of the verumontanum, for the emiſſion of 
the ſemen in copulation, and that the proſtate gland 
has alſo its own peculiar ducts, by which its pro- 
per fluid flows into the urethra. I add, that 
in health the excretory ducts of the veſiculæ ſemi- 
nales ſuffer no ſemen to eſcape from them, becauſe 
they have each a kind of ſphincter, formed of 
muſcular fibres, which only lets them open when 
the ſemen, i in the act of enjoyment, being com- 
preſs'd by. the erector and accelerator muſcles, 
flows through, theſe duds impetuouſly, and forces 
a paſſage through their, orifices. 

The ſame thing may, be , ſaid of the e of 
the excretory ducts of. the proſtate gland, only

tacles having, as we have before” remarked, ac-

But that which is moſt to be feared in an invo- 
luntary emiſſion of the ſemen itſelf, is, that it may 
(eſpecially if the quantity be conſiderable) totally 
exhauſt the body, and bring on that dangerous, 
and almoſt mortal diſeaſe, a T abes Dor ſalis. 

Women are liable to the ſame complaints as 
men, in conſequence of a Virulent Gonorrhœa 
which has laſted a long time, or has been unſkil- 
fully treated, and from the ſame cauſes which give. 
riſe to theſe ſymptoms in men. The habitual diſ- 
charge which comes on, and which they common- 
ly diſguiſe, even to themſelves, under the appella- 
tion of the Fluor Albus, is ſupplied by the pro- 
ſtates.

- uſſes are not infallible ; every one has his portion of 


error, and talents are diſtributed with a kind of a co- 
nomy. Men ſhine in ſome parts of a ſcience, and 
are miſtaken or preſume too much in others. I fay 


this with reſpect to the complete cure of the Viru- 


tent Gonorrhcea ; and I am not afraid to aſſert, that 


the cure of it, as deſcribed by the authors I haye 


mentioned, is only palliative. I appeal to their 
honour. They muſt have often experienced, how 
inſufficient, to ſay nothing more, their method has 
been. For how many perſons have we not ſeen, 
who had been treated with all poſſible care, accord- 
ing to the ordinary method, who were attacked 
tome ſooner, ſome later, many. years after, with 
evident ſymptoms of the diſeaſe, although. they had 
thought themſelves perfectly cured ! But the re- 
medies which were employed had only the effeQ of 
mitigating the fierceneſs of the virus, which had 


only given a truce for a time, in order ſecretly to 


recolleC its force, and produce the greateſt miſ- 
chief in time. As long as perſons ere in the vigour 
of life, this malignant ſeed, Which has not been 
deſtroyed, is check'd in its action; nature in its 
full vigour ſuſpends its energy, reſiſts it, and pre- 
vents its effects: but when the conſtitution. hegins 
to be weakened by approach of old age, the blood 
being deprived of its moſt ſpirituous parts, and of 
that natural balſam which maintains vigour and 
harmony through the whole machine, the. enemy 
rouſes himſelf, gets head, and exerciſes his, power 
without reſiſtance, and with ſo much the more vio- 
lence, as he finds no barrier to, ſtop his furious 


courſe. So long as they who have laboured under

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a Virulent Gonorrhœa, live regularly, and avoid 
every dangerous exceſs, after the uſe of thoſe re- 
medies which ſeem to have cured the diſorder, 
health appears quite reſtored, and they live in a pro- 
found ſecurity ; but if they once forſake this regu- 
lar manner of living, and allow themſelves to {it 
up late, to drink, ard to intrigue even with healthy 
women; in a word, if they are not careful to avoid 
heating their blood by the abuſe of natural things, 
and of the non- naturals, they ſet at liberty the con- 
cealed virus; the acrimony of the over-heated fluids 
gives it freſh force, repairs its loſſes, and puts it in 
a condition to diſplay its fury more than ever. Let 
not men deceive themſelves: many a man who 
thinks himſelf” cured by the ordinary methods, will 
have reaſon ſooner or later to repent his error, and 
will but too well juſlify my predictions. The evil 
is not deſtroyed, it has entrenched itſelf ſomewhere; 
the patient thinks himſelf rid of it while he ſtill car- 
ries it about him. Hearet lateri lethalis arundo. I 
could wiſh T was miſtaken ; but the event proves 
but too clearly that I ſpeak truth; ; and a vaſt num- 
ber of perſons are inwardly convinced of this; and 
if a falſe ſhame did not reſtrain them, would open- 
ly confirm all I have advanced.

have always had reaſon to conſider as my peculiar 
talent. We, know that men never ſucceed; better, 
or rather that men never ſucceed well in their pur- 
ſuits, unleſs they have a natural turn and wctination 
for the objects of them. We cannot all equally at- 
tain to the ſame degree of knowledge in the ſame 
things; but every man may diſtinguiſh himſelf in 
ſomething, and make it, as it were, his own, if he 
follows the bent of his own diſpoſition; and, above 
all, if he cultivates with care, that portion of ta- 
lents which has been allotted to him. I think 1 
have already acquired ſome claim to the eſteem and 
thanks of the public, and 2my. end in the preſent 
work is to ſecure to myſelf the continuance of them. 
J ſhall think myſelf. ſufficiently rewarded for my 
trouble, if my labours ſerve to open, mens eyes 
with regard to their health, and draw them gut of 
that fatal error, [from whoſe Pane elfe cds [ 
endeavour to preſerve them 
It is not however ſtrange; that ack ſhayid 
imagine themſelves cured of a Gonorrhœa when no 
more pain is felt, when the inflammation the y1o- 
lent erection, the difficulty of making water, and 
the other ſymptoms haue diſappeared; and above all 
when the running ceaſes; for if theſe appæarances 
impoſe on ſurgeons themſelves, much more may 


they deceive the patients, who are void of know-

them that they are perfectly cured, and that this- 
running is of. no . and will go off of its 
own accord i 92515 . 


Lwould firſt atk thoſe eee who flatter 
their patients thus, if they ſpeak according to their 
conſcience: and next would aſtt the patients 


themſelves if it be reafonable for them to truſt 
blindly to ſuch doubtful affertions, without taking. 
any further trouble, and without conſidering. how 
intereſted their ſurgeons are to calm their appre- 


henſions, and to avo d confeſſing that they have 


failed of ſucceſs, and without conſulting. on their 


eonditton ſuch perſons as could give them the ne- 
For, in ſhort; what was the 
diſeaſe for which they had recourſe to the ſurgeon?

The virus of a Gonorrhœa attacks the excretory 


and the lacunæ of the urethra, and all the glands 
which ſupply a fluid to lubricate this canal through 


its whole extent: it is certain that the virus cauſes 


ulcers of a. greater. or leſs ſize, according to the 
greater or leſſer number of parts it attacks: now if 
the method of treatment be not well adapted, or if 
the caſe has been entirely neglected, it is eaſy to 


ſee that the ulcers have not been entirely healed, . 


and that the ſeeds of the evil ſubſiſt. Jhis run- 


ning it is true, does not apppear in the ſame man- 


ner in all perſons; in ſome it is conſtant, and in- 
dependent of reſt, motion, or other circumſtances 
of the patient's ſituation: in others, it appears 


ſometimes to ceaſe, but the matter flows in greater 


quantity afterwards; in all theſe caſes the effect is 
to be referred to the ſame cauſe, i, e. to ſome 
ulcers in which the virus has firmly fixed itſelf, 
through the negligence of the ſurgeon or patient, 
or through the inſufficiency ot the methods of cure. 
I even maintain, that theſe ulcers are more difficult 
to heal than they were at the beginning, ſince they 


| have ſo obſtinately reſiſted remedies, and foiled the 


art of the moſt experienced practitioners. 
If the running was the effect only of a relaxation 
of the tone of the parts, it would not yield to the 


remedies which I employ oe. theſe kind of venereal.

early youth, as may be ſeen from the following 
relation.

The daughter of a ſempſtreſs, who was not 
quite five. years old, but by her ſtature and her 
ſtrength ſeemed to be older, was brought to me by 
her mother. She had had for a fortnight a very 
painful ſcalding of water, and a plentiful run- 
A .

Having gathered from her mother all proper in- 
formation, and being aſſured, that her daughter 
had never had*any running before, I inſpected the 
parts'; the labia and the entrance of the vagina 
were ulceratedz and there came from them a yel- 
lowiſh matter; or rather inclining to green. To 
be more ſure of the real condition of the little girl, 
although» every ſymptom concurred to point out 
the truk nature of the diſeaſe, I cauſed her to be 


queſtioned by her mother, and from her I learnt, 


that a lad of thirteen or fourteen, who lived in the 
next houſe to her, and who often uſed to hold her 
on his knee, had put his finger, as ſhe ſaid; into 


her private parts, which had hurt her- very much. 


We were very certain afterwards, that what ſhe 
meant by the finger was the penis. He himſelf 
| confeſſed, 
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confeſſed, that he had caught a diſorder half a 
year before from another girl, and that he had 
not dared to confeſs it to his relations. Thus it 
was plain this young girl's diſeaſe was a true Viru- 


lent Gonorrhea, Her mother was very earneſt 


with me-to undertake the treatment of her diſeaſe; 
but as this was ſo fingular a caſe, I was willing 
that ſome one of the faculty ſhould determine the 
nature of the diſorder ; it was found ſuch as I have 
laid ; and E treated che patient according to my 
method, and ſhe was cured. 

The ſame TY was witneſs of: the follow 
ing ſtory. 

A girl of nine years cid, and a boy of ated, 
lived in the ſame houſe, and converſed very fami- 
harly together. Their relations, who could not 
ſuſpect them at that age, gave them all ſort of col 
berty, and looked on their actions as perfectly in 
nocent. They let them even both lie in the nn 
room: but the little girl was at laſt attacked with 

a true Virulent Gonorrhcea, which ſhe had caught 
* the boy, who had himſelf caught it ſome 
time before of a girl infected with the venereal 
diſeaſe. 

From this adventure we ſee, how imprudent it 
is for fathers and mother to permit ſecret inter- 
views between children of different ſexes, and what 
unhappy conſequences - may reſult therefrom. If 
the true (cauſe of this little girs diſorder had not 
been; known, and if | ſhe had not been cured by a 
proper treatment, ſhe would have arrived'to a mar- 
riageable age with ber complaint ſtill upon her; 
the -would have communicated-it to her huſband, 
vbho could not but bave ſuſpected her of inconti- 


nence the would have denied the charge ſo ſtrong- 


ly as to make her innocence- believed, and that 
would have been aſcribed to a Fluor Albus, which 
would in fact have been a Gonorrhœa. If the 
| | greater 
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greater part of women would ſeriouſly refle& on 
the early events of their life, and call to their re- 
membrance certain. things which childhood made 
them then look upon as indifferent, they may per- 
haps ſoon be cured of the miſtake under which they 
have Jaid ſo long, with regard to the nature and 
true character of the ſuppoſed Fluor Albus.. 
There have been known young men infected b 
proſtitutes, who, have communicated their diſorder 
to girls who were not capable of knowing what 
this diſtemper was. I appeal to many young wo— 
men, if they have not ſubmitted to the careſſes of 
ſome debauchee, at an age the more open to ſe— 


duction, as it wants reaſon to diſtinguiſh between 


good and evil, and when women have leſs ſenſe of 
ſhame, becauſe they have more innocence. Jo the 
diſgrace of humanity, 1t 1s but too true, that there 


are men ſo loſt to all ſenſe of honour and religion, 


as to ſeduce girls in the tendereſt age, either by 
careſſes, preſents, or-ſometimes by force; and that 


even when they themſelves are infected with the 


venereal diſorder. 8 

As to thoſe women who deceive themſelves with 
regard to that habitual running, which remains 
after they have taken remedies for a Virulent Go- 


norrhœa, or which has attacked them after having. 


their commerce with a man who might be ſuſpeQ- 
ed of infection, one cannot be enough aſtoniſhed 
that they ſhould ſhut their eyes on the nature of a 
diſorder, which has ſuch loathed and dangerous 
conſequences. With: whatever illuſions they may 


| ſet their minds at reſt; the cauſe of the complaint 


is nothing elſe than the impure leaven of the vene- 
real diſeaſe, to which they will fall a ſacrifice, 


ſooner or later, if they neglect ſeeking tor aſſiſtance. 


Nevertheleſs, - there is not one of them who 


ſuſpects the exiſtence of ſome ulcer in the parts

If he had hearkened to reaſon, inſtead of laying 


the fault on the lady, who was innocent, he would 


have reflected, that this accident was the ſame as 
had befallen him before her being ſeduced by him; 
that he carried about him the ſeeds of the diforder . 
that the corrupt leaven exiſted within him ; and 
his complaint was to be aſcribed to his Having been 
unſkilfully treated in his laſt Gonortheea,,” *

very eaſy or perſons to deceive themſelves with 


regard to their condition, in confequence of a Go- 


norrheea ill cured ; and that the accidents which 


follow from this cauſe, are very dangerous, and 
may become a ſource, of injuſtice in men towards 
"ng who. have been e ſeduced by

Two foreigners living at Paris, intimate friends, 


about the ſame age, married nearly at the ſame 
time. This engagement abated OY of their 
friendſhip ; they ſaw each . other often, and both 
thought themſelves happy in the choice of their 
wives: but love foon diſturbed this good under- 
ſtanding between them. One of the friends took 
a fancy for the wife of the other, and ſoon obtain- 
ed her liking: he gained his point with her, and 
for a long time uſurped the huſband's rights. At 
laſt he communicated to her a complete Gonor- 
rhœa. He had not himſelf at firft found any thing 
more than an inconſiderable running at intervals, to 
which he paid but little attention; but he grew 
worſe afterwards, and he was convinced he had 
caught a violent Gonorrhœa. However, his wife, 
with whom he ſtill lived, notwithſtanding this 
_ Intrigue, was not infected; and he, who had no 
thought that his complaint was an effect of his for- 
mer debaucheries, ſuſpected ſometimes his own, 
. and ſometimes his friend's wife; and without 
knowing which of thoſe two were to blame, was 
fully perſuaded that he was to aſcribe this accident 
to the fault of one or other of. them. However, 
he perſuaded his miſtreſs to ſubmit to be inſpeQed, 
and ſhe was found to have'a true Virulent Gonor- 
rhœa; though the ſame time his own wife had ab- 
ſolutely no diſorder at all. It was proved, that his 
former running had infected his miſtreſs, and that 
it had. increaſed itſelf ſince his having cohabited 
with her. Tt is not ſurpriſing that his wife ſhould 
not have caught the diſorder: We know that for 
contracting the infection, certain diſpoſitions of

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an infected woman, one ſhall catch the diſeaſe, and 


the other ſhall be exempt from it: daily experience 
confirms this. I conclude, therefore, that real 
ulcers exiſt in the vagina of a woman, who has an 
habitual running, whatſoever be the colour of the 
matter diſcharged ;. and there muſt alſo be ſuch 
ulcers in the .urethra of men, who have a gleet, 
after a Virulent Gonorrhœa. 

The proofs which J have already brought of this, 
the action of the virus, which is the ſame in both 
ſexes, and the inſtances I have juſt mentioned, 
furniſh evidence of this, which cannot reaſonably 
be withſtood. It is, therefore, abſolutely neceſſa- 
ry, both for men and women, not to ſhut their 
eyes on the dangerous conſequences of this diſorder z; 
but to prevent, by ſuitable remedies, thoſe evils 
with which they are threatened ; ſuch as a con- 
fu med pox, a waſting of the whole body, diſgrace, 
pain, aud death : and it behoves thoſe, who have 
recently contraQted a Gonorrhœa, to miſtruſt the 
ordinary methods, and to employ ſurer means for 
a radical cure. 5 5 | 

I foreſee-it will be objected to me, that if 
| alone poſſeſs this infallible method, it is my 
duty to communicate it to the publick ; that the 
nature of my profeſſion requires this inſtance of ge- 
neroſity; and that beſides, it is the part of every 
good citizen, not to deprive ſociety of a benefit, 
whoſe advantages may extend io ſo great a number 
of perſons; To this I anſwer, that my intention 
s to do this hereafter, and that I ſhould think my- 
ſelf wanting towards the publick, if I buried this 
remedy in gy 1 that I ought not to make 
it publick too ſoon, for fear of ex poſing it to be 


decried by the bad.uſe which might be made of it, 
the blame of which would light upon me. There 
are but too many ignorant people, greedy of ſe- 
crets, who might alter my method, or adminiſter

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my remedies unſkilfully, and thereby render them 
ineffectual, not to ſay dangerous, and then the 
author of them would be made reſponſible, though 
unjuſtly. It muſt net, therefore, be taken amiſs,

| the fruits of my ſtudies and experience, till the 
| goodneſs of my remedies ſhall be confirmed by that 


ſucceſs, which will always attend them under my 
own management, and which avidity of gain, or 
precipitation, would render very doubtful in other 
hands. When the world ſhall be fully convinced, 
that my method is the ſureft hitherto invented, 
then I am reſolved to communicate it, and to give

whoſe authors promiſe wonders; and the little 
ſucceſs they have, had, may prejudice againſt me

already diſguſted ;. but the approbation which has

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been already beſtowed on my method, and the 
proofs J have given, that my Treatiſe centains no- 
thing that is not exactly conformable to truth, 
make me hope that I ſhall not be confounded with

M. N, cured of a fiſtula in the perinæum, 
of which he had like to have died, deſired me to 
examine the ſtate of a young woman with whom 
he lived. She deſcribed to me the particulars of 
her complaint, which according to her could be 
nothing but the Fluor Albus. Thereupon I de- 
clared to her, that it was a true Virulent Gonor-

Madame N—— having at the age of 17, c\-M d- 
pouſed M——, of 74, was unfortunate enough i of 


to yield to the ſollicitations of a young ſe— 
ducer. Let me be permitted to. obſerve as I go 
along, that ſuch a diſproportion of. age between 
huſband and wife, commonly brings on ſome mis- 
fortune on one or other of the parties; and that fi- 
delity in ſuch caſes is next to a miracle.

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he took other remedies without ſucceſs. Alarmed 


vated; but this firſt trial having produced no good 
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the three months of his voyage. His voyage being 
at an end, he had a conſultation of ſeveral able 
practitioners, who were of opinion, that the true 
way to cure him would be to reſtore the running, 
and propoſed for this end remedies of different forts ; 
but having been under cure a long time without 
ſucceſs, he defired me to viſit him.

I firſt prepared him by bleeding, a gentle purge, 
and emollient broths, in which trogs were one in- 
gredient, ard warm baths. This courſe laſted a 


fortnight ; after this I uſed with him my metallic 


pomatum, continuing the uſe of broths, and an 
eaſy diet, From the firſt day of his entering on 
this courſe, his breaſt was much relieved, and this 
alteration for the better went on increaſing ſo much, 
that he grew very fat in a little time. In fine, at 
three months end the Gonorrhœa was perfectly 
curxed, and he felt no longer any pain in his breaſt, 

From this hiſtory, there is reaſon io believe, 
that the pain in the breaſt had a venereal origin; 
although it doubtleſs will appear to thoſe who are 
not thoroughly acquainted with venereal caſes, that 
there is a great difference between them and diſ- 
eaſcs of the breaſt. However, many men, with a 
ſuppoſed relaxation of the veſſels, and women with 
that running, which they call the Fluor Albus, 
Janguiſh a long time, and die at laſt of a diſorder 
in the breaſt; which would not happen, if they 
would open their eyes on their ſituation, and not 
neglect to take ſuitable remedies.

, ſurgeon, who ordered him ſome ſpecific 
water, with a large quantity of common water, 
and gave him alſo ſome pills; but theſe remedies 
not having had a proper effect, he conſulted 
another ſurgeon, who thought to cure him with 


ſudorific ptiſans and aſtringents, which proved as 


ineffe dual as the former, the running continuing 
the ſame, of a malignant kind, and of a greeniſh 
colour, At laſt deſpairing of a cure by theſe me- 
thods, he had recourſe to me: I remov'd his ap- 
prehenſions, and reſtored him to health in a very 
ſhort time. = 5 

I'ſhall give no more inſtances of this kind, as I 
am perſuaded thoſe I have already given will be 
ſufficient ; although it may well be believed, that 
| have enough of them to fill many volumes on this 
ſubje&, ſince I have made the cure of venereal diſ- 


orders my employment for the ſpace of twenty-five 


ears. | 
, I have heretofore ſhewn in my treatiſe on the 
diſeaſes of the Urethra, what are the conſequences 
of Virulent Gonorrhœas in men, either imper- 
fectly cured, or totally neglected. I ſhall only add, 
with regard to thoſe women, who may happen to 
read theſe laſt inſtances, that their miſtaking a Go- 
norrheea for a Fluor Albus is of the moſt dangerous 
conſequerces, on that account they either neglect 
the neceſſary remedies, or employ ſuch as are inef- 
ſectual, and ſometimes even ſuch as are pernicious, 
thereby expoſing themſelves to incurable diſorders, 
and an untimely death.

worſe. Having therefore foflowed in vain during a 
whole year the advices of this friend, he applied to 
another Surgeon famous tor the cure of thoſe diſ- 
orders, who by injections ſoon ſtopped the running; 
to this ſalutary ſymptom though ſucceeded a very 
alarming one, a great pain in Periræo. This the 
Surgeon attributed tothe longdurationot the running 
which he had at laſt ſtopped, but which mult have left 
after it many carnoſities in the Urethra, he endea- 
voured · therefore to remove them by the uſe of 
Bougies during four or five months. They at firſt 
procured the patient ſome eaſe, but ſoon-after the 
pain in Perinæo ſhooting as far as the Rectum, 
raged with double violence; this {ſymptom the Sur- - 
geon laid to the fault of the patient,. who had in- 
troduced-the Bougie too far, and even into the 
Bladder.-.

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the canal without finding, as he ſaid, any obſta- 
cle init, confirmed this melancholy ſentence. 

The deſire of being cured, and the reputation, 
he knew, Mr. Daran deſervedly enjoyed in theſe 
caſes, made him then refolve to put himſelf under 
his care; but his impatience and other remedies be- 
ing ſtrongly recommended to him retarded his put- 
ting his deſign in execution.

This how- 19 
ever only happened when he made theſe violent Ef- 4 
forts. — as the:frft,-in vain ſought relief from 
the moſt eminent Practitioners, but from Mr. Daran. 
alone. he was to receive it.. In three months he 
reſtored him to perfect health, and. what is very re- 
markable. the patient, Who in tlie. beginning of his 
treatment was quite emaciated, recovered entirely 
his fleſtr and ſtrength in that time, to the. great 
ſurprize of his friends, who ever before had ſeen ſuch 
courſes attended with the contrary effects; this 
however you? obſerve with pleaſure. is the: caſe | 
with moſt of his patients.

Three days after this ſtoppage a large tumor 
appeared in perinæo, which ſoon broke out into 
three fiſtulous openings, thro? all which the urine 
paſſed. The patient, could. neither ſit, ſtand nor 
lie, and his ſufferings cannot be deſcribed.

Undertake the commiſſion, you have honour'd 
me with, with ſo much the more pleaſure, as it 
gives me an opportunity of being an aſſiſtant to you 
in the ſcheme you have form'd of helping forwards 
the advancement of phyſick, and of declaring, 
publickly, the merit of a method which: may be 
look'd on as new and ſpecifick in the diſorders of 
the Urethra.

ſociety, and eſpecially for that which acerues 


to it from the practiſe of phyſick, to have let the 


cures, perform'd by Mr. Daran, paſs by unregard- 
ed. You are very ſenſible, that the diſorders of 
the Urethra, to which he intirely devotes himſelf, 
have always been a ſtumbling-block to ſurgery, 
tho? they have greatly ingroſs'd the ſtudy and ap- 
plication. of the profeſſors of it: vou know, allo, 
that their ſucceſs has not been anſwerable to their 
labour; and that if ſome few have been ſo happy 
as to obtain a cure, the greateſt number of them 
have remain'd in a doubtful ſtate, continually hang- 
ing between life and- death, forced to be indebted 
to palliatives, only for a little releaſe from the moſt 


cruel torments, and to keep off the moſt 'dreadful 


accidents. . Happy, too, if the leaden probes, and 
other helps of that nature, have been able to pre- 
vent the dreadful misfortune of having the Peri- 


næum bor'd through with Fiſtulas, or of being 


forced to procure them, to ſnatch themſelves from 
the arms of death] for this never fails being the 


conſequence, when the continuance of a ſuppreſſion 


of urine forces us to have recourſe to the puncture 
or inciſion of the Perinæum. 

I ſent you, at the time, the letter of Mr. Boyer, 
ſurgeon of Montpelier; wherein he gives a de- 
ſcription of his diſorder and cure, with the ſingular 
hiſtory of Mr. Daran's journey from Marſeilles to 


Paris. I made you a promiſe, at the ſame time, 
| to 


| jor have too great a regard for the good of 
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to communicate to you whatever ſhould come to 


my knowledge concerning his method of practice: 


I am now in à condition to ſatisfy your laudable 
curioſity... The following things I have ſeen; in- 


vited, as ſeveral others, to be preſent at the treat- 


ment of his patients. | 


The firſt who preſented himſelf was a dealer in 


hog's fleſh, of this town, whom I had known a 
long while: he had labour'd under five Gonorrhœas, 
the laſt of which was attended with a ſhanker on 
the Preputium, and pains all over his body. A 
ſalivation, which he had gone through, not having 
abated his difficulty of making water, which was 
the moſt troubleſome of all- his complaints, he was 
ſeiz'd with a total ſuppreſſion, and was in this mi- 
ſerable. condition when he came to Mr. Daran. 
He procur'd him a diſcharge of his urine imme- 
diately, and undertook his cure. I have ſeen him, 
ſeveral times, at Mr. Daran's, congratulating him- 
ſelf upon the happy effects of his remedies; and I 
met him, lately, holding the ſame language. 

The fate of another patient I ſaw, at the ſame 
time, was much more to be pitied ; one ſingle Go- 
norcheea, to all appearance a mild one, and treated 
very methodically, produced obftacles in the Ure- 
thra, which were ſoon follow'd by ſo conſiderable 
a diminution of the ſtream of urine, that a rotal 
ſuppreſſion ſoon came on. Mr. Daran reliev'd 
him of this immediately, and in two months and 
an half carry'd off ſeveral excreſcences, which 
obſtructed the Urethra; and ſent him away per- 
fectly well. 

The caſe of a third perſon, who came on purpoſe 
from Nevers to put himſelf under his care, has a 
great reſemblance with the firſt of thoſe I have 
related, He had contracted four Gonorrhceas, 


which, to all appearance, had been very well cur'd; 


nevertheleſs, eight years after the laſt, he was ſeiz'd 
| | | with 
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with a total ſuppreſſion, without being forewarn'd 
by any thing, which he felt nothing of again till 
four years after ; but being now liable to it upon 
the leaſt irregularity, he began to think of ſtriking 
at the cauſe of it, which was an excreſcence and 
ulcer near Cowper's Glands. He had been trou- 
bled with the difficulty of making water for four- 


teen years, when he apply'd to Mr. Daran :. he. 


was perfectly cured in two months. 

The following caſe concerns me more than the 
preceding ones, as | was not a bare ſpectator of it. 
It is the cuſtom of Mr. Daran, never to under- 
take any-body without their being previouſſy ex- 
amin'd by a phyſician or ſurgeon: I was the perſon 
employ'd here, and I was acquainted by Mr. L.. 
that, having paſs'd his time in the ſervice, as is 
uſual with officers, he had contracted a Gonorrhœa 


with a chordee, which he fanſied he had intirely 


got rid of; but, ſome time after, without having 
run any freſh hazards, having even embraced a 
profeſſion quite oppoſite to it, he was ſeiz'd with 
ſo conſiderable a ſuppreſſion of Urine, that it was 


not till after ſeveral means us'd that the Catheter | 


was introduced. The ſame attempt proving un- 
ſucceſsful in another attack, and being made ac- 
quainted, by his ſurgeon, that his diſorder was 
owing to ſome excreſcences, that obſtructed the 
Urethra, he came from Lyons to Paris, to put 
himſelf under Mr. Daran's care, who diſcover'd, 
near the Caput Gallinaginis, an excreſence, which 
was ſo ſenſible, that the very contact of the can- 
dle, pliable as it is, and in ſuch dexterous bands as 
Mr. Daran's, gave him a great deal of pain. He 
ſet out, two months after, making water-in a full 
ſtream, and without the leaſt pain. 

Theſe cures, tho? very remarkable, are nothing 
in compariſon of two which I have reſerv'd for the 


laſt, the order of time being here of no ſignifica- 
tio. 
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tion. One is, that of one of the king's interpre- 


— 


ters; the other of an officer of diſtinction. 

Eighteen years had paſs'd ſince the firſt had con- 
tracted a Gonorrhœa, which he thought himſelf 
well cur'd of; but four years ago the running re- 
turn'd, tho* without pain; two years after, his 


water came out, with great heat ; and the diſcharge 


of it grew gradually ſo uneaſy, that, at laſt, it came 
out only like a thread, drop by drop, ard with 
intolerable pain: the virulent running ſtill continu'd, 
and, to complete his misfortune, an incontinency 
of urine came on; the Urethra was obſtructed at 
about half an inch from the beginning of the glans, 
without there appearing the leaſt leſſening of its 
diameter on this ſide the obſtruction, which is a 
certain ſign it was an excreſcence : this excreſcence 
gave room to the urine to paſs out but by a very 
(mall opening, which the flendereſt probe could 
hardly enter. Mr. Daran, having ſhewn this 
patient to ſeveral phyſicians and ſurgeons, diſſolv'd 
the Hyperſarcoſis, which was found to be near 
three inches long; after this, he diſcover'd an 
ulcer near the Proſtate, which was deterg'd and 
cicatriz'd, and the patient cured in three months, 
| meet with him every day, enjoying a perfect ſtate 
of health. I am now come to the laſt relation; 
and I will keep only to the principal facts. 

The Chevalier De G..... having had feveral Go- 


norrhœas, found the ſtream of his urine conſider- 
ably leſſen'd, and was afterwards liable to very diſ- 


mal ſuppreſſions : he apply'd, thereupon, to a per- 
ſon who pretended to cure Carnoſities, who paſs'd 
into the Urethra a Cauſtic, which eat thro? it, and 
thro? the very ſkin that ſerves as a ſheath to the 
Penis: there refulted from it a very large Fiſtula, 
which, being ſituated betwixt the obſtacle and 
bulbous part of the Urethra, procur'd, ſor twenty- 
three years, a free paſſage to the urine. ©? Tis a 
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66: very ill wind that blows no- body any good,“ ſay: 


an old Proverb. This gentleman, having given 


over the pleaſures of love, had never thought of 
applying to Mr. Daran, if the urine had continu'd 
to come out freely; but he had freſh miſeries to 
undergo. The Urethra became obſtructed betwixt 
the Bulb and the Fiſtula; and, fuppreffions coming 
on, he was forced to prevent a relapſe, which 
might prove of fatal conſequence. Mr. Daran 
began by attacking an excreſcence that was near the 
Proſtatæ; and, for the information of ſeveral phy- 
ſicians and ſurgeons, whom he introduced ſucceſ- 
ſively, he made them behold, with their own eyes, 
a carnoſity which was between the Fiſtula and 


Glans, and contiguous to the Fiſtula, where it 


appear'd of the ſhape and fize of a large kidney- 


bean: he alſo attack'd this excreſcence with his 


remedy, which yielded ſooner than that which was 
near the Proſtatæ: this, however, gave way, at 
laſt, but not without a great deal of trouble ; and 


the patient, who muſt have been. forced to quit the 


ſervice on account of his diſorder, went and jein'd 


his regiment, making water freely, and without 
pain. This caſe was atteſted by Meſſieurs Fal- 


conet, phyſician to the king in conſultation ; de 


Caſtera, and Boyer, phyſicians in ordinary to the 
king; ; Ferrein, Profeſſor Royal; Combaluſier, 
ancient profeſſor in the univerſity of Valentia; and 
Medalon, doctor of phyſic. 

It wouid be wronging your penetration to make 
any long refleftions upon theſe caſes: they prove, 
contrary to the opinion of ſome eminent phy ſicians 
ard ſurgeons, that there are carnoſities; that ulcers 
may exiſt for a long while in the Urethra, without 
giving any viſible Fgns of their exiſtence, being 


eover'd over with fungous or callous ſubſtances, or 
fo waſh'd by the urine, that the Pus which they 
yield is carry'd off as it gathers upon them, before 


11 
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it has time to collect itſelf into viſible drops: they 
ſhew, that Gonorrhœas are attended with much 
worſe conſequences than is commonly 1magin'd, 
which are ſometimes a long while before they mani- 
teſt themſelves ; which they do, ſometimes, when 
it is the leaſt expected; which conſiderations ought 
to deter young people from indulging themſelves in 
pleaſures which cauſe afterwards ſo many tears : 
and they prove, that we are, at laſt, ſo happy, as 
to have found out a remedy, which, till now, bas 
been in vain ſought after, to cure radically the jatal 
conſequences which even the mildeſt Gonorrhœas, 
in appearance, draw after them. | 

For my own part, I look upon Mr. Daran's diſ- 
covery as the moſt important that has ever been 
made in ſurgery ; and I am ſurpris'd to ſee, that 
there are ſtill ſome ſurgeons, of merit, who keep 
back from his new method the praiſes it deſerves : 
I am in no doubt about uſing a term which ] know 
is not quite agreeable to them; but L. don't ſee 
how the appellation of a new method can be re- 
fus'd te it, with any reaſon or equity, when all 
thoſe, on which it is us'd, certainly reap benefit 
from it. It is true, that it doth not cure other 
diſorders, that may chance to attend on thoſe of 
the Urethra ; but we are not to reproach the Inven- 
tor of not ſucceeding, in thoſe caſes which his re- 
medy is not deſign'd for. 

If you aſk me, what I think of the ſolidity of his 
cures ? TI ſhall anſwer, that, if we judge of what is 
to come by what is already paſt, we have not the 
leaſt room to be uneaſy, on that head: the aſſu- 
rances given by Mr. Bertrand, doctor of phyſic at 
Marſeilles, to the king's firſt phyſician, put this in- 
tirely out of doubt. Beſides, as the eauſe of the 
diſorder is carry'd off by ſuppuration, there is no 
room to fear a relapſe; but if even this ſhould be 


the caſe, is it not a great advantage to paſs ſeveral 
h years. 
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Years free from the moſt exquiſite pains, and to 
know where to have recourſe, if there ſhould be 
the leaſt ſuſpicion of a return? I could relate to you 


ſeveral caſes more curious, and more ſtriking ; but I - 


chooſe to go no farther than I have feen. I am

A Letter wrote by Mr Procope, Doctor of Phy- 


ſick, to Mr. Chicoyneau, Firſt Phyſician to 

the King.

See, by the letter which you wrote to Mr. Ber- 

trand, phyſician at Marſeilles, that your zeal 
for the public good engages you to get informati- 
ons concerning the remedies and method made uſe 
of by Mr. Daran in the cure of the diſorders of the 
Urethra. On that account, I believe that you 
will receive favourably the reiation of ſome partt- 
cular facts which I have ſeen with my own eyes: 
and it is with the greateſt pleaſure imaginable that 
I do this juſtice to Mr. Daran. I will not take 
up your time in giving you an account of every 
cure I have ſeen him perform, but only of two, 
which really ſtruck me. | 

The firſt is, that of an officer that Mr. Daran's 
reputation brought to town: his Urethra was beſet 
with fo many excreſcences, or, if you pleaſe, ob- 
ſtacles, that the candle could not be introduced 
more than two fingers breath: there was a ſcir— 
rhous tumor, that took its rife in Perinæo, and 
ended at the foſſa navicularis; at the root of the 


penis was a ſunguous ſwelling, which divided itſelf 


into four branches, and at the extremity of each 


of 
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of them appear'd a ſmall opening, thro' which the 


water always diſcharg'd itſelf; the patient was, 


moreover, pale, thin, and very feeble, hardly able 


to walk; his pulſe was low and quick. This de- 


plorable condition made me deſpair of his cure, 
his illneſs being, beſides, of fifteen years ſtanding; 
and his life, ever ſince the Gonorrhœa which was 
the firſt cauſe of his misfortunes, being nothing 
elſe but a ſeries of venereal complaints, which came 
on the neck of one another. Happily for him, m 
prognoſtic had no influence over the effect of the 
remedies that were us'd for his afliſtance ! and it 
was an agreeable ſurprize to me, to fee him, four 
months after, enjoying a perfect ſtate of health. 

I will end with the following hiſtory : A mer- 
chant, of this town, had, after a ſecond Gonor- 


rheea, a ſmall running left, which laſted him twelve 


years, without any ſenſible difficulty in making 
water; but, laſt year, he began to feel great pain 
and heat, and a ſlimy matter was diſcharg'd by the 
penis and anus; an inflammation ſeiz'd on his pri- 
vate parts, which requir'd ſix weeks treatment to 
be carry'd off: the urine, which came often only 
drop by drop, or in two ſtreams, and always with 
pain, was loaded, at the latter end, with a whitiſh 
matter. Mr. Daran found, by ſearching, his Ure- 
thra full of Hyperſarcoſes, and two hard tumors, one 
bury'd in the Scrotum, and the other occupying the 
whole Perinæum: the firſt yielded by ſuppuration; 
but the other requir'd the uſe of mercury, admi- 
niſtered at ſuch diſtances, as not to bring on a Spit- 
ting. You may very well imagine, fir, that this 
| cure took up time; but, at laſt, he was cur'd. 
And, in ſuch circumſtances as theſe, we may very 
| well fay, that time 1s not to be regarded. 
; Theſe two relations are, in my opinion, ſuffici- 
ent, of themſelves, to conclude, that Mr. Daran is 
, a ſingular perſon in his way ; and that the world is 
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eblig*d to him for having, as it were, laid aſide the | 


practice of the other branches of ſurgery, to devote 
himſelf wholly to the diforders of the Urethra, 
which are but too common in theſe days, on account 
of the general treatment of Gonorrhœas, and the 


conduct of thoſe that labour under them. This il- 


luſtrious ſurgeon has, by dint of application, diſco- 
ver'd a ſpecific and method, whoſe efficacy can't be 
call'd in queſtion, as they never miſs being attended 
with ſucceſs : the more I reflect upon it, the leſs I 
am able to account for it, how fome perſons, that 
are in poſſeſſion of a well-deſerv*d reputation in ſur- 
gery, are ſtill ſo raſh as to oppoſe him, without ever 
being at the trouble of looking into facts. As for 
my part, I was deſirous of ſeeing ; I ſaw, and am 

onvinced : and yet I am not more credulous than 
Gehers ; ; on. the contrary, I have always been miſ- 
truſtful of ſecrets : but I yielded to evidence; and 


T ſhould think my ita unjuſt, if 1 did not 
I would here ſub- 


declare openly what I have ſeen. 
join an encomium on his dexterity and ſkill, if I 
knew how to praiſe; but this is not my talent: and 
we ſhould undertake nothing, out of which we can- 
not extricate ourſelves with honour. 

You know, fir, that he is about giving a ſecond 


edition of his obſervations, with an addition of the 


moſt remarkable cures which he has perform'd here. 
J was firſt averſe to this deſign ; but, after ſome re- 
flection, I chang'd my opinion; and I think, that 
all imaginable means ſhould be made uſe of to in- 
form the public, that a ſpecific has, at laſt, been 
found out againſt an illneſs, that was, till now, look'd 
upon as incurable.

radically, and without any danger of a relapſe, the 
painful and dangerous diſorders of the Urethra, 
whether owing to fleſhy, fungous, or ſcirrhous ex- 
creſcences, or to ſtones, or ulcerations, even when 


look'd upon as incurable : we therefore never can 
do too much juſtice to Mr. Daran, on this article.; 
and you ſhall always find me ready to. concur v ith 
you, fir, in declaring, to the public, his rare talents 
and {kill in the treatment of theſe diforders. This 
I would have you be fully convinced of, and that 
no one can be with more eſteem than I am, STR, 
Your moſt obcdient.

A MI not at all ſurpriſed at your queſtions con- 
1 cerning Mr. Daran: That ſurgeon arrived in 
this city laſt year, in September: The ſurpriſing 


curcs he performed, ſoon made a noiſe, and drew | 
to him not only the patients of the place, but ſeveral 


from the neighbouring towns and provinces, whoſe 
cure, upon their return home, could not but oc- 
caſion the ſurprize, and excite the curioſity, of the 
Profeſſion. J cannot ſatisfy yours better than in

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giving you a faithful account of the manner how I 
ſatisfied my own. | 

However great the commendations of the credu- 
lous vulgar may be, in regard to certain ſecrets, 
to which they aſſign the moſt wonderful effects, a 
prudent phyſician would be inexcuſable, eſpecially 
in an age ſo favourable to quackery as ours, if he 
did not ſuſpend his judgment till repeated and ocu- 
lar proofs had convinced him. 

From the . time of Mr. Daran's arrival in this 
city, there paſſed but few days, in which he was 
not cried up by thoſe who had been under his care, 
or had, without requiring his aſſiſtance themſelves, 
ſome connection with his patients. Between ſeven 
and eight months paſſed, however,. without my 
knowing him but by his reputation, however well 
grounded it might be.

root of the penis; the ſecond, in the perinæum, 
about an inch from the anus; the third near the 
other, towards tke ſcrotum; and the two others, in 
tie middle and lower part of the hypogaſtric re- 
gion, a ſinger's breadth diſtant from cach other. 


Ihe ſcrotum was ſwelled in the inferior part, where 


were fix puſtules. This patient had, beſides, two 
ſcirrhous tumors on the ſides of the penis, and a 
rhimoſis, cauſed by a conſiderable hardneſs round 
the prepuce. 1 need not obſerve to you, that the 
moſt conſiderable people of the profeſſion in the 


 {>veral cities he had paſſed through, had not been 


able to give him any aſſiſtance. Deplorable as his 
caſe was, he had no other thoughts than thoſe ot 
reſignation, when Mr. Daran's reputation, fup- 
ported by a great rumber of ſignal cures, deter- 
mined him to apply to him.

He 
had a Gonorrhcea near thirty years ago, which was 
treated very negligently : during the firſt years, the 
ſtream of his water leſſen'd by little and little; and, 
at laſt, came away ory drop by drop: He was ik en 
at Paris, where he apply'd to 3 of the firſt 
charaQer : He was afterwards under the care of a 
ſurgeon famous for theſe diſeaſes; but he was ſo 
far from clearing the Urethra, that a quite contrary 
effect enſu'd: The introduction of his probes and 
cauſtics was follow'd with inflammation ; and, to 
prevent inſtant death, and procure a diſcharge to 
his water, M. Petit, who was call'd in, made a 
puncture in Perinæo: The urine came only thro? 
this opening, which became fiſtulous, and the canal 
remain'd ſtopp'd up; ſome time after, the matter of 
the old Gonorrhœa occaſion'd near the anus, on 
Cowper's glands, an abſceſs, which they were ob- 
lig*d to open, and which gave riſe to a ſecond fiftu- 
la: In this condition he return'd into his country. 
The fatigue of his journey caus'd new ab'ceſles, 
which degenerated into as many fiſtulas ; fo that, 
when he arriv'd here, Mr. Daran found the Ure- 
thra intirely ſtopp'd up, and five fiſtulas in Perinzo, 
which communicated with one another, and thro? 
which the urine found ſo many outlets: All theſe 
fiſtulas were ſurrounded with ſcirrhous hardrefles of 
13 a con- 
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a conſiderable ſize. The ſymptoms attending this 


melancholy ſituation were, frequent fevers, ab- 
{ceſſes ſucceeding one another, a conſtant diſcharge 
of a very virulent matter, and the inconveniencies 
of having his ſhirts always wet with his water. The 


| hardneſs of the fiſtulas did not permit the patient to 


ſit without a pillow; and as the urine became more 


acrimonious, it caus'd fmarter pains in the places 
through which it paſs'd. | 


It will not appear aſtoniſhing to you, Sir, that 
ſuch a ſituation requir'da longer treatment than uſu- 
al; but J dare believe, you will not hear, without 
ſome ſurprize, that Mr. Daran's ſounds deſtroy'd, 
without any pain, all the excreſcences that ſtopp'd 
up the paſſage. The fiſtulous ulcers were fully de- 
terg'd and cicatriz'd, the hardneſs melted down, 
the old Gonorrhœa ſtopp'd, in a word, the patient 
was as perfectly well, as if he had never had any 
diforder. He left Marſeilles the 18th of this

E could eaſily lengthen out this letter, if I inſer- 
ted in it the number of caſes I have been equally 


witneſs to: I could cite you ſome, that have made | 


a noiſe in this city, and which deſerve a particular 
account; but I ſhould exceed the bounds of a letter. 
Should Mr. Daran preſent the public with an ac- 


count of the great number of patients who, within 


thirteen months, have paſs'd thro? his hands; hs 
collection of caſes would not, certainly, be the leaſt 


important preſent it has receiv'd from phyſic: Theſe 
facts would be ſo many proofs of the excellence of 
his cathzretic, which may be conſider'd as a ſove- 
reign remedy in all virulent runnings, and whoſe 
uſe might, perhaps, be extended to ſeveral other 
caſes, with the ſame ſucceſs. But not to depart 


from its known virtues ; you know, fir, that Go- 


norrhœas, both old and recent, are the ſtumbling- 


block of the moſt ſkilful practitioners: In vain has 
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mercury been conſider'd, hitherto;- as the ſure {& 
remedy we have ; in vain have we known, for ſome 
time, the ſureſt and gentleſt method of uſing it with 
ſucceſs. "This ſpecific, it 15* true, manag'd ac- 


cording to the rules laid down by one of our great- 


eſt maſters (a), is triumphant in the cure of the 
venereal diſeaſe, and its ſymptoms: A Gonorrhœa 
has been the only thing which evades its power, 
and againſt which all other means have very often 
fail'd. 
follow it, the greateſt part of which have hitherio 
been inſurmountable, . evidently thew the want of 
new remedies for the treatment of it. M. Daran, 
by his ſounds, and new method, cures this com- 
plaint, and all its conſequences, generally in about 
forty days: He effectually ſtops all runnings, with- 
out any danger of any bad conſequence :, dyſury, 
iſchury, and firangury, diſappear with the carno- 
fities that are the ordinary cauſes of them. If the 
ſymptoms attending or following a Gonorrhœa are 
often terrible, they ſeem to be ſo only to make the 
ſucceſs of this ſurgeon ſhine forth more conſpicu- 
ouſly.

I am forty-fix years of age; I have always been | 


. threatened with being afflicted with the ſtone, from 
the time of my being at college. In September 
1739, being in waiting, and holding the orders 
and ſword ready to preſent them, I felt a very 
ſevere pain, which immediately went off, and [ 
was fluſhed all over: I went thro* my office, and, 
being got into my chamber, I diſcharged, by the 
penis, ſeveral drops of blood as large as peas. 

conſulted feveral phyſicians and ſurgeons of the 
court, who differed in their opinion: M. Marcot, 
phyſician in ordinary to the king, told me, that he 
could impute it to nothing but a ſtone that had fallen 
from the kidneys into the bladder; that, However, 
he might be miſtaken; that I ought not to think of 
it, but to obſerve a ſtrict regimen: I remained twenty 


months without pain: On Faſter day 1741. going 


in my chaiſe to Paris, I was ſeized with a violent 
fever, with a great pain in my loins, a weight in

the bladder, and ſo conſiderable à ſuppreſſion of 
urine, that, though I was twice bled'in the arm 
and once in the fcot, and uſed clyſters with linſeed 
and ptiſans, I continued for three days making 
only a few drops of water, and that with great 
pain and ſtraining: On the fourth day, the 
ſuppreſſion becoming total, the catheter was paſted, 
and the ſurgeon told me he felt a ſtone: I he in- 
ſtrument being withdrawn, my water came away 
readily, but for the firſt days with pain; ard [ 
found myſelf in a condition to return home four 
days after: I remained pretty eaſy till 1743, feel- 
ing, however, ev ery now-ard- then, a great pain at 
wn end of the penis when I had done making wa- 

: November the 14th, 1743, I was ſeized in the 
3 with a total ſuppreſſion: I was brought to 
Paris ; for eight days I took ſeveral emollient me- 
dicines, was bled in the arm and toot, my urine 
came away with difficulty and great pain; at the 
end of the eighth day it was thought neceſſary to 
paſs the catheter, which M. le Compte did, and left 
the inſtrument in till ſeven the next morning : In 
drawing it out, the ſtone that was in the bladder 
follow'd it and ſtopt in the paſſage near the Anus; 
| thought it had pierced it, and, putting my hand 
to the part, I felt a ſubſtance of the bigneſs of a 
nut: The ſurgeons comforted me, telling me the 
ſtone might paſs, and that, if an operation ſhould: 
be neceſſary, it would be eaſy, and, without 
danger. 

Three hours after, the ſtone advanced with 
great pain as far as the teſticles ; oil of ſweet al- 
monds was ſeveral times injected into the paſſage, 
but none of it remained: By prefling from eleven 
o'clock to four, the ſtone was brought as far as 
the glans : So conſiderable a ſwelling came on then 
in an inſtant, that the glans was ſtrangled by the 


pre puce, and was bent over it, being alſoſwelled to 
3 a mon- 
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a monſtrous ſize : The operation being requiſite, 
it was performed at half an hour after fix: M. le 
Compte cut the prepuce that ſtrangled the glans, in 
the upper part; after which he divided the two 
ſides, hoping by theſe means, he ſhould be able 
to ſee to cut into the urethra, and lay hold of the 
ſtone : But this not anſwering, he cut the glans 
on the left ſide from the root; and, unfortunately, 
the ſtone burſting out with the urine, which was. 
in great quantity, lacerated the paſſage to the very 
extremity, as he told M. de Lapeyronie when he. 
came to ſee the wound on the fourth day. | 

[ was out of danger in twelve days ; but every 
_ now-and-then afterwards, there was diſcharged from 
the paſſage a ſmall quantity of clear Matter, which 


ſome what ſtained my linen: This was imputed to 


the laceration of the Urethra by the ſtone; and 
diſappeared in four months, without my doing any 


thing for it: On Corpus Chriſti day in 1744, I 
had a total retention from two o'clock in the af- 
ternoon till eleven the next morning, when M. 


Oliver, the ſurgeon, preſcribed me a draught; and 
about half an hour after, my water burſt out with 
violence, and I believe there was a ſtone came 
away with it; but I am not ſure of it, as I made 
water in the ſtreet. | 

I have had no total ſuppreſſions ſince that time; 


but every now-and-then ſome pain; and I made 


my water in a ſmall quantity, and the ſtream of it 
was ſometimes very ſmall. In laſt Faſter week I 
had a violent pain in the loins, and a fever: I 
was bled; twice on the Saturday; and after I had 
| diluted, and thrown up emollient clyſters, I was 
purged with two ounces cf manna, and ſome 
purging ſalt, which worked briſkly : At five in 


the afternoon I was taken with a violent pain in the 


Penis, attended with itching and ſhooting: I was 


four hours in filling a glaſs with ſlimy matter, 
7 ſtained 
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ſtained with florid blood, at above twenty different 
times, and with the greateſt ſtraining; the two 
following hours I made another glaſs full; but the 
ſlimineſs was greater, and ſtill ſtained with blood; 
and before midnight I diſcharged two ropy ſub- 
ſtances, which did not ſeparate in coming aways 
and which filled a glaſs ; they were likewiſe tinged 
with blood; and all this without a drop of urine ; 
which occaſioned ſo great a weakneſs, that I could 
hardly ſtand. | | 

Ever ſince 1739, I have diſcharged with my 
water ropy matter, of. different colours, as large as 
half an egg. „ | 

The 3oth of laſt November I rode ſeventeen 
leagues from my own houſe to Fontainebleau ; 
and the next day, after. the king's levee, I had a 
total ſuppreſſion of urine:. clyſters of linſeed were 
thrown up :. When I was warm in bed, upon preſ- 
ſing a certain part under the teſticles, a few drops 
of water: were ſqueezed out, which I was obliged 
every. moment to force. out, with. inconceivable 
pain and ſtraining... 

M. Hevin, firſt ſurgeon to the dauphineſs,. 
having bled me, directed warm bathings; and for 
ſome days my water. came dropping out; but, after 
the ſixth bathing I was ſeized with a fever: When 
that was carried off, I took again to bathing, and 
was purged with Caſſia and Manna, which gave me 
feveral ſtools, but brought away no water; for, 
during the laſt bathing, I could only make water 
when I preſſed a certain part of the Urethra under 
the teſticles, and then not without great pain and 
ſtraining. Having been in the bath thirteen times, 
without any effect, M. Hevin adviſed me to go to 
Paris to Mr. Daran, ſurgeon in ordinary to the 
king; and I went to him November the 14th. Two 
hours after he had introduced the firſt ſound, I diſ- 
charged a {mall quantity of thick water; the next

a pretty large four.d, I felt great pain four inches 
within the Penis ; fonr hours after, when he took 
cut the ſound, I made water with pain, and it was 


followed by ten or twelve large drops of blood, which 


zade me very uneaſy : ] ſtill felt pain four or five 
hours after in making water, and a little blood 
cameaway : I kept a ſmall found in all night; but 
it could net enter, as the others had done, in the 
evening, on account of the pain I felt: The next 
day, in the morning, after the ſound was extracted, 
I made water; ard there came out at the ſame 
time a thin plate of lead, about half as long as a 
ſrall pin, but not half fo thick, with two ſmall 
P:eces of a yellowiſh ſubſtance, which evidently 

:incloſed lead, and which had remained in the 
. ever ſince the operation that was performed 
upon me in the year 1743. This ſmall plate of 


lead Ead leparated frem a leaden Probe, which I

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was directed to uſe after the operation, to inlarge 
the paſſage ; ard it is probable, that all the ſtores 
that were under the teſticles, and which Mr. Da- 
ran's ſounds brought away, were detained by the 

ſtreightening which this Obſtacle cauſec in the 
paſſage : The cicatrice at the entrance of the Uie- 
thra was ſo ſtreight, that Mr. Daran, at firſt, 
could hardly introduce his ſmalleſt ſounds ; but at 
preſent the entrance is as large as the reſt of the 
canal, Mr. Daran carried me back to Verſailles 


November the 4th, perfectly recovered, and making 


water in a full ſtream. I have entered upon duty

had laboured for ſeveral years under a difficulty of 
making water, and ſuppreſſions, which had reduced 
him to a very mel choly condition. . 

M, aged ſixty- two, contracted a Gonor- 
=D rhœa, 
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Thoay which was treated with the uſual remedies, 
It ſeemed to yield to them ; however, he perceived 


that his water did not come out with the ſame eaſe, 


and the ſtream of it diminiſhed daily; and at the 
end of ſeven or eight months he could not make 
water without pain, and feeling a ſmarting and 


heat in the Urethra. He then applied to a fur- 


geon, who had a name for theſe diſorders; the 
patient uſed all the remedies that were directed 
him ; but they did not remove the pain or ſmart- 
ing. Seeing their inefficacy, he left them off, and

face no more. In the. mean time, the diſeaſe grew 
upon him, and the tumor had already acquired the 
ſize of alentil: Such was his condition, when, in 
1740, he contracted a freſh Gonorrhœa: He took 
this opportunity of having both his old and new 
ſymptoms conſidered, and employed the maſt emi- 
nent people in Paris. Beſides the uſual remedies for 
a Gonorrhœa, he uſed fumigations, and-mercurial 
frictions, to reſolve the tumor; Vigo's plaiſter was 
worn, three years together, upon the part: All 
theſe remedies were equally ineffectual, as to the 
radical cure; the ſtoppage of urine increaſed, and 
the tumor was become as large as a garden- bean. The 
patient grew more uneaſy, and, not doubting but 
that it was ſituated in the Urethra, feared, with 
reaſon, leſt in length of time it ſhould ſtop up the 
paſſage : Such was his condition when he.came to 


me, November 12 1745. Upon ſearching him, 


in the preſence of M. Plunkett, phyſician, I obſerved 


at the entrance of the paſſage a fiſtulous opening, 


which terminated at the tumor; which perſuaded 
we that it-was external, and, conſequently, of leſs 
conſequence : It was placed at the extremity of the 
corpora cavernoſa, at the root of the glans, imme- 
diately under the Urethra, on one ſide of the frænum. 
Continuing my examination, I perceived, over- 
againſt the root of the glans, outwardly, two other 
little openings, thro? which ſome drops of urine 
made their way: I found, beſides, the paſſage full 


of ſeveral ſungous excreſcences, ranged in order, 


one after another; theſe occaſioned the ſtoppage. 
'Tho? the Patient was perſuaded that all the miſchief 
was owing to the preſſure of the ſwelling, and that 
nothing elſe required to be minded; I thought pro- 
per to begin with the excreſcences; ; and, after a

very plentiful ſuppuration, I intirely cleared the 
paſſage: This operation over, I applyed myſelf to 


the tumor; I began by introducing, into the two 


external fiſtulous openings, two very ſmall bougies 
and in a few days, the two apertures being reduced 


into one, I ſaw, with inexpreſſible ſurprize, that the 
tumor was cauſed by an encyſted ſtone, which had, 


by degrees, grown to that ſize. It is not my buſi- 
neſs to decide whether this ſtone firſt began in this 


place from the tartarous part of the urine, which, 


by lodging there, might form a concretion; or if 
the nucleus came from the kidneys to the bladder, 
and ſtopped in the fiſtulous opening on the Urethra. 
It appears to me, however, hard to comprehend, 
that this nucleus ſhould have ſtopped in the bladder. 


or have been carried away in the ſtream of urine, 


after it had paſſed the excreſcences: Be that as it 
will, nothing was more eaſy, than to diſcharge the 
ſtone; but the patient was ſo much afraid of inſtru- 
ments, that I was obliged to go a round-about way 
to work. I began, however, with having the caſe 
atteſted, not only by M. Plunkett, but by ſeveral 
patients who were at my houſe. I deſtroyed the 
cyſt, in a few days, with my bougies, without giv- 
ing the Patient the leaſt pain; and took out the ſtone, 
in the preſence of three officers who had ſeen it in 
the cyſt, and ſeven or eight other patients who were 
at my houſe. This ſtone is of an oval figure, and 
of a brown colour, bordered upon black; it has 
a pretty ſmooth ſurface, is about fifteen lines long, 
and fix broad, and weighs twenty-nine grains. As 
I ſuppoſed, that many people, thoſe of the pro- 
feſſion in particular, would be curious of ſeeing it, 


I deſired the patient to leave it with me. After the 


extraction of the ſtone, I applyed myſelf to the fi- 
ſtula of the Urethra: I intirely deſtroyed the cyſt, 


and afterwards procured a reunion of the wound. 
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I was ſo fortunate, as to reſtore the patient to per- 
fect Health in four Months.

M. D.. . . aged thirty-five, - captain in the 
regiment of ..... contracted a very bad Gonor- 
rhœa, with a Phimoſis: A very methodical: treat- 
ment, which laſted ſix months, did not ſtop the 


Gonorrhœa; but the Phimoſis was cur'd, without 
the operation. The method was then chang'd, and 


injections us'd ; but all were equally ineffectual, al- 
tho? continu'd for four months, and tho? the pati- 


ent ſtrictly abſtain'd from women. In 1734, chan- 
cres appear'd upon him, for which it was judg'd 


neceſlary to ſalivate him; which was accordingly 


done, in 1736. He then perceiv'd, that the ſtream of 
his urine was ſmaller, and that he made it with much 


pain ; notwithſtanding this, the patient ran a freſh 
riſque, and a new Gonorrhœa was the reward of his 
raſhneſs. It reſiſted. all remedies for three years: 
then an aſtringent injection was unſucceſsfully try'd 
for another year: The patient was then ſalivated 


again: The ointment was, particularly, rubb'd upon 


the Perinæum: And the conſequence was, an increaſe 


of pain in that part. Medicated candles, which 


were afterwards us'd, ſerv'd only to produce an ob- 
ſtinate hæmorrhage; leaden probes, Belloſte's pills, 
and emollient cataplaſms, had no better effect.

The marquis of .... of Britany, aged forty 


years, was, at the age of nineteen, puniſh'd, for 


his incontinence, by a Gonorrhœa, which ſtopp'd, 


four 
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four months after. To take off acontinual erection; 


which tormented him in a ſecond, contracted four 
years after, in 1731, he us'd frequent coition, by the 
advice of a friend: This remedy. would have 
continu'd being agreeable, if, after four months 
practiſing it, a diſcharge of pure blood, that fol- 
low'd the Semen, had not open'd his eyes. He 
was, at laſt, cur'd of all theſe ſymptoms, in two 
months, by proper remedies, and the uſe. of the 
Panacea for a fortnight. In 1734, he contracted 
a freſh Gonorrhœa, which, now become wiſe at his 
expence, he thought himſelf able to treat.

to Paris, where he us'd M. Belloſte's pills, which 
carry'd off all his complaints. This fad experience 
not having rendered him more prudent, the night 
before his departure he could not withſtand tempta- 
tion: He, however, was ſo little a while in enjoying 
the pleaſure, that he imagin'd it would not be fol- 
low'd by any cauſe for repentance ; but, before he 
reach'd Orleans, he was ſenſible of his miſtake ; a 
violent Gonorrhœa had made its appearance: It was, 
however, cur'd in three months, except a gleet, with- 
out pain, which was conſider'd as a mere relaxation: 
from that time his ſtrangury was more violent, and 
more frequent; but as the uſe of milk, turpentine, 
and cooling pitſans, quieted the ſymptoms, the Pa-

another Gonorrhœa, which he thought cur'd in three 


months; but the gleet ſtill remain'd : He made his 
water with more pain; and Belloſte's pills, in ſtop- 
ping the running, Gid not leſſen the other ſymp- 


tom: It kept increaſing, from that time, and the 


patient had ſeven or eight total ſuppreſſions, the 
ſtream of his urine daily leſſened ; he could not be 
concern'd with women without ſevere pains in 


the time of emiſſion; or, when he heated himſelf 


by any other means, he ſuffered ſhootings, and vio- 
lent pains, which were relieved by fomenting with 


milk, and taking ptiſans of Parietaria: His dyſury 


was at laſt ſo exceſſive, when he came from Nantes 


to conſult me, that he could not make water 
in leſs than twelve minutes, and that with much 
pain upon the leaſt exceſs. Having ſearched him 


Auguſt the 16th, 1746, in preſence of Mr. Moreau, 


1 found in the middle of the Urethra a calloſity : 


Having diſſolved it, and being able to paſs my 


ſounds farther, I diſcovered a ſecond, which was 


very ſenſible, near the excretory ducts of the Pro- 


ſtate. The treatment, which continued about 


five months, was interrupted only by a fever of 


forty-eight hours, which gave way to a few reme- 
dies; and the patient returned ſatisfied, his caſe 
being atteſted by his phyſician, whoſe certificate 


follows.

Mr. G 
having contracted a ſecond Gonorrhœa in 1743, at 
the time his regiment was upon the march, was 
once bled, and took a ſolution of nitre night and 
morning, and ſpirit of turpentine in clear water: 
he was ſo negligent in the doſe, that his eyes in- 
flamed, and his yard excoriated and ſwelled. 
Being obliged to ſtop, he put himſelf under 
the care of a ſurgeon, who made an inciſion, and 
let out much matter; but there remained in the 
Urethra a fiſtula, which did not cloſe till two 
years afterwards ; there conſtantly ſubſiſted a diſ- 


charge, which the ſurgeon of the regiment con- 
fidered as a trifle. . While he+ was treating this 


complaint, in the. winter that followed the cam- 


paign of 1744, an abſceſs formed in the ſcrotum, ; 
which remained fiſtulous, and which the waters of 


Bourbon, drank in the two ſeaſons, and thoſe of 


Buſſant, did not cure. Mercurial frictions were 
then adminiſtered, which made no alteration in the 
running, no more than an electuary and injections, 


which he uſed for three months without any ſenſi- 


ble effect, beſides inflaming the part; upon which 
thoſe medicines were left off. The patient, not 
being able to contain his water, or ride on horſe- 


back, petitioned to be ſent to the Invalides ; but, 


not being able to obtain this, as an officer, becauſe - 
he was not qualified according to the rules, he 
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„an officer of dragoons, aged fifty, 
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reſolved to continue in the ſervice, which an in- 
flammation of the Scrotum prevented his doing. 
The waters of St. Amant, Baths, and cataplaſms, 
having produced no effect, he endeavoured to re- 
turn to his regiment before the expiration of his 
furlough; but the fatigue of the journey ſwelled 
conſiderably the Penis, Scrotum, and Perinzum, 
which obliged him to ſtay at Bruſſels.

The Chevalier. . . an officer, aged fifty, 
contracted in 1724, a Gonorthœa, that was attended 
with two buboes, which were brought to ſuppura- 
tion, and their diſcharge was very plentiful without 
ever leſſening either the running or heat cf urine. 
The obſtinacy of the running oblig'd him to have 
recourſe to aſtringent injections, which were as ir- 
effectual as his other remedies : the patient, ſatiſ- 
fy'd with having no other inconvenience, reſclv'd to 
leave it to itſelf ; and he had no reaſon to repent of 
it for twelve years : he then perceiv'd a diminution 
of the ſtream of his urine, which grew upon him 
in ſuch a manner, that it became no bigger than a 
thread, and often came out drop by drop: from 
that time, to the preſent, he has had above an hun- 
dred total retenticns, of different durations, which

The Chevalier .. . . aged fixty-ſix, captain 
in the regiment op.. having dedicated almoſt 
all his life to the king's ſervice, was upon the point 
of quitting it, on account of his incapacity of con- 
tinuing it, when he apply'd to me, May 18, 1747. 
He confeſs'd to me, that he had ſeveral Gonor- 
rhœas: the ſecond of them, contracted in 1723, 
was of a very bad ſort, and was ſtopp'd, at laſt, by 
aſtringent injections, which contracted the paſſage 
in ſuch a manner, that his urine could hardly come 
out: he had, befides, a great ſwelling in his teſti- 
cle, which was painful. In this condition two 
ſurgeons were conſulted, who agreed to make the 
puncture in Perinæo; which was accordingly done 
by one of them, and produced a Fiſtula : ſometime 


after, he had a freſh abſceſs, with hardneſs, in the 


Perinzum and Scrotum, which oblig*d him to put 
himſelf in the hands of MM. maſter- ſurgeon 
of St. Come, who heal'd the Fiſtula and ulcers, 
which had ſucceeded the hard ſwellings mention'd 
above. From that time, that is, from 1723, to 
1746, he kept pretty well; but, upon his return 
from the campaign, he was "taken ill with an inter- 
mittent fever, and felt ſhootings in making water : 
he thought to relieve himſelf by introducing a 
leaden probe, which broke as he was pulling it 
out : he was obliged to have an inciſion made in 
the Urethra, to extract the piece that remain'd 
behind, which had been kept in by the ſphincter 
of the bladder: in a month he was cur'd of his

ſcription of them.. The patient, ſeeing that his

cure carroſities: he us'd cauſtics, which corroded 
the ſound part of the Urethra, ard the integuments 
of the Corpora Cavernoſa, without touching the 


obſtruction : there was ſuch a loſs of ſubſtance, that 


it was not poſſible to repair it; and a Fiſtula was 


the reſult of it: as he made water freely thro? it, 


he did not dare to truſt to any of thoſe gentlemen 


who cure the conſequences of Gonorrhœas, but ne- 


glected it; and the excreſcence increas'd, in the mean 
while, ſo as to cloſe up the Urethra.

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deed, was followed by a coming away of ſome 
drops of Semen when he ſtrained at ſtool ; but this 
complaint left him after a 4th Gonorrhaa contracted 


when he was thirty; a fifth, contracted at forty, 


was extremely obſtinate, and maintain'd its ground, 
till he uſed injections made of the juice of carroube: 
eight months paſſed without any diſorder ; but 
he began then to be ſenſible of an obſtacle near 
the neck of the bladder, which at firſt intercepted 
the urine ; but was ſoon forced to yield to the force 
of it: by degrees the ſtream of his urine became 
leſs, altho' it was not forked, and cauſed a very 
great itching in coming away: an irregular way of

having once held his water for ſome time while he 
was very bad, he thought, when he ſtooped for the 
chamber-pot, that he felt ſomething go up from 
one ſide of the bladder to the kidney; he fell 
immediately into a violent ſweat, and was near 
fanting away; his Penis preſently ſwelled to twice 
its uſual ſize when erected, and it remained in 
that condition half an hour: theſe diſorders were 
followed by a looſeneſs, which continued ſeven 
months, and obliged him to go to the cloſe ſtool 
three or four times in a day.

KF: i aged forty, contracted an exceed- - 
ing bad Gonorrhœa teventeen years ago, Which 


having been, at the beginning, very badly treated, 
oblig'd him to have recourſe to a furgeon; who, 
not ſucceeding by the utual method, ſalivated him. 
He was ſo far from being reliev'd by it, that a fiſ- 
tula aroſe in Perinzo, which contmu'd nine months: 
the urine continually coming thro' the ulcer, a 
catheter was paſs'd into the urethra, which, by 
keeping the urine from the ulcer, gave it time to 
heal; but it continu'd well for a ſhort time only: 
the fiſtula broke out of itſelf, and he had been a 
year and an half in this condition, when, after a 
long, but uſeleſs courſe of remedies, at Stratſ- 
bourgh, he took conferve of roſes, and balſam of 
Capivi, which ſuppreſs'd the running, cur'd the 
| ſhootings, and heal'd the fiſtula : However he did 
not make his water in a full ſtream ; and it became 
leſs every year: during this time, he contracted 
a freſh Gonorrhea, which eas d an inflammation 
in the Scrotum : Tho' it was cur'd, the difficulty 


of making water increas'd in ſuch a manner, that 
two years after, there was hardly room for the 


water to come away at all: The fiſtula broke out 
again, and the urine was again diſcharg'd that way; 

he took, for two months, Belloſte's pill, which gave 
him ſome ſmall relief; he afterwards put himſelf 
under the care of a perlon who uſed ſome particular 


remedies, by which means he made his water a 


little better: He then marry'd, with the conſent of 


ny perſon; who told him, that his diſorder would 


not return: However, four or five months after his 
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marriage, which was contracted fix years ago, the 
difficulty of making water return'd upon him: He 
had recourſe to the ſame means, and, reaping no 
benefit from them, he us'd the leaden probes, which 
made him worſe.

In theſe 


circumſtances he conſulted ſeveral phy ſicians and ſur- 


geons, who gave him no hopes of cure; but, having 


| heard of me, I promis'd him a. radical.one. After 


having ſearch'd him, July 10. 1747, in the preſence 


of meſſieurs Sidobre and Combalu ſier, I. found the 
Urethra intirely beſet with fungous excreſcences, 
except for two fingers breadth, where the ſound 


went in eaſily: There were, externally, two fiſtu- 
las which gave iſſue to the urine, and a virulent 
matter. I, cur'd him perfectly in three months; 
but, during my treatment, he had ſome attacks of 


a fever, owing to a reflux of urine and Pus into the.

M. —, aged 2), a German, without having ever 


expoſed himſelf to the danger of contracting any 
venereal complaints, perceived, at the age of 


twelve, that a very thick matter was diſcharged 


by the Penis; which ſtained his linen, and formed 
a ſort of cruſt at the end of the Urethra. Theſe 
ſymptoms continued: eight: days; and, during 
that time, he felt. a ſhooting in making water: 


after this, the running and ſhooting went off:

HIS is the name which 1 have thought pro- 
per. to give to the inſtrument repreſented in 
the te annexed, It is of great ſervice in examin- 
ing the parts affected, when there is a neceſſity of 
determining whether the difeaſe be a Gonorrhœa, 


or only a fluor albus. If there be reaſon to ſuſpect 


the former, ard that there 1s any venereal ulcer in 
the vagina, this canal muſt be dilated by means of 
the inſtrument repreſented fig. 1, and the finger is 
to be introduced to find the place where the ulcer is 
ſeated. If theſe ulcers lie too far back to be per- 
ceived by the ſight, or cannot be felt by the finger, 

we are to uſe the hollow ſpatula, fig. 2, to obtain 

our purpoſe. The pus which will be drawn from 


the ulcer, by preſſing the inſtrument lightly againſt 


it, will leave no room to doubt of the nature of the 


| diſorder.
